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DID AYLWARD LEAD RIEL 


AN AGITATOR’S ALLEGED PART IN 
THE HALF-BREED REVOLT. 
FRENCH AND IRISH INTRIGUE AGAINST THE 
ENGLISH RULE—WHAT RIEL SAYS OF 

HIS WRETCHED FAILURE. 

Lonpon, May 26.—The Press Association 
publishes the following, which it says was ob- 
tained from a trustworthy source: “ Early in 
January Alfred Aylward, notorious in connec- 
tion with the Boer rebellion, arrived in London 
from New-York. He was extremely reticent 
in regard to the objects of his visit, but on 
one occasion he told friends ata social gather- 
ing at his lodgings in Piccadilly that before 
long he would again prove a sharp thorn 
in the side of the British Government. He 
went to Paris and remained there a fortnight, 
staying at the American Hotel in the Rue 
Danou, and describing himself as a surgeon 
dentist. He carefully avoided English and Irish 
haunts, ignoring the Fenian leaders. Our in- 
formant says that Aylward’s visit was connected 
with Riel’s rebellion and the furthering of the 
movement among the French population of 
Canada for separation from Great Britain; that 
France encourages the idea directly by organ- 
ized emigration and intrigue far more than the 
English or the loyal Canadians realize. The 
Riel affair was simply an experiment designed 
to accustom the French Canadians to feel and 
think as a distinct race. 

“About the middle of March Aylward sailed 
for New-York, via Havre, giving his address to 
a London friend as Jackson-street, St. Paul, 
Minn. After his arrival at St. Paul many offi- 
cers of the Irish Republican Brotherhood went 
Westward, including Capt. Thomas 8S. Mullen, 
who, in the years 1865 and 1866, was regarded as 
Capt. McCafferty’s right hand man, anda Sergt. 
Crosby, formerly of the Seventeenth United 
States Infantry. They traversed Dakota at the 
head of 36 armed men with three mule teams 
and 30 days‘ rations. Mullen made no secret of 
his destination or intentions. Aylward’s direct- 
ing band is plainly seen in the fighting at Ba- 
toche. Aylward went to Africa in 1868, because 
his life was endangered by unjust suspicions of 
the assassination committee of the Irish Repub- 
lican Brotherhood. In October, 1883, Aylward 
voluntarily presented himself before a commit- 
tee of Rossa’s immediate supporters and justi- 
fied himseif against the charges of unfaithful- 
ness.” 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 26.—Capt. 
Young, who had charge of Riel and landed 
him in Regina jail, arrived in Winnipeg to- 
day, and gave to your correspondent many 
interesting facts regarding the rebel chief. 
Regarding Riel’s religious mania the Cap- 
tain says: “‘Riel is quite an enthusiast. 
He seems to be a Unitarian in his be- 
lief. He is trying to foree the Church 
of Rome to defend bim, as he seems to fear it 
has gone back on him. By adopting the belief 
which he seems now to hold I judge that he is 
rather seeking to coerce the Romish church to 
take up his case or else he is making strong bid 





for the support and protection of ultra-Prot- 
estants. One thing you can be assured of, 
Riel is no fool; in fact, he is a diplomat, 
and a clever one, too. He claims that 


his desire in his reform movement, as he calls it, 
was twofold, his first object being to free the 
people of the New World from the yoke of 
Rome, and the second being toredress the polit- 
ical grievances of the half breeds of the North- 
west. With reference to his arrangements Riel 
informed the Captain that his council had de- 
cided on the capture of Crozierand his men at 


Duck Lake. The object was to make them 
all prisoners and then invite the Do- 
minion Government to come and make 


terms with them. The Crozier scheme having 
failed, it was next resolved to capture Col. Ir- 
vine and his men, but he disappointed them by 
making a detour and going around by Fort 
Carieton. The council then decided to keep 
very quiet, hoping that Gen. Middleton would 
move against them with a smaliforce. It was 
their intention if he did to make a bold dash 
and capture a hundred or so, and pee ey the 
fame game with the Government. his was 
why the rebels did not cut the wires or raid 
etores. Riel thought he would have occa- 
sion to use the wires himself, and so de- 
cided to let them stand. He hoped to be 
able to dictate his own terms to the Dominion 
Government. He knew perfectly well that he 
could not maintain a fight against a large mili- 
tary force and he did not wantto. He made no 
preparations for that contingency. Riel was 
opposed tothe Fish Creek battle, but Dumont, 
who was its advocate, carried his point. Riel 
wanted to figkt at Gabriel’s Crossing instead, as 
he deemed that a better tight could be made 
trom that point. He does not deny having in- 
cited the Indians to rebellion, but admits that 
he tried every possible means to get them to 
join him. ‘ 

When asked if he wasin league with American 
Indians Riel replied in the negative, and said he 
considered they wouid do his cause more barm 
than good. He does not deny, however, having 
attempted to get Fenian aid. He says that 
when they found their position becoming more 
serious every day, and found that troops 
were hemming in, the council held a meet- 
ing, at whick a proclamation was 
written applying to the Irish-American citizens 
for assistance. It was to have been sent to Mon- 
tana by a courier with instructions to have it 
printed in the newspapers. Gen. Middleton's 
Sudden movement on Batoche prevented the 
scheme from being carried out. 

Riel says his only motives in starting the re- 
heilion were to benefit the haif-breed popula- 
tion. He says he was no coward, and was in tie 
thickest of every fight that took place. 

The Montreal garrison artillery were ordered 
to jeave Winnipeg to-night to guard Riel at 
Regina, the military authorities evidently fear- 
ing that an attempt will be made toeeffect his 
rescue. Reports just received state that Pound- 
maker will not, atter all, make an unconditional 
surrender, but will) fight Gen. Middleton. 

The Rev. Mr. Pitblado, of this city, who was 
on board the steamer Northcote when Riel was 
being conveyed to Saskatoon, asked Riel several 
questions, among them the foliowing: 

“ Were the priests friendly to you?” 

“They were not, and they: were. They in- 
gisted on us being submissive to them. hey 
were against us trying to redress our own 
grievances. Ever since the doctrine of the in- 
fallibility of the Pope was propounded they 
have been very tyrannical. They did not wish 
the people to do anything, but the priests to 
do ail. If they had been in ftavor 

peace I would have been with 
They were in favor of fighting 
for the priests, but not for the people. ‘lhey 
useda double-edged sword, They turned the 
eople against them because they assumed civil 
functions. They turned Protestants against 
them because they opposed them. Priests seek 
power for themselves—not the good of the peo- 
ple. They are against Protestants, both polit- 
ically and religiously. They are aguinst me 
now, not because I rebelled, but because I did 
not succeed in helping them.” 

Riel further said that the people compelled 
him to fight and would not let him go back to 
Montana. 

As to religion, the Rev. Mr. Pitblado says he 
had several long conversations to-day with Riel 
on the subject of his religious views.

SCULLERS AT NEW-ORLEANS.

GAUDAUR AND HOSMER EASILY WIN THE 
DOUBLE SCULL RACE. 

NEw-OrtEANS, May 26.—Three thousand 
people witnessed the St. John’s Club's sculling 
regatta at West End, Lake Pontchartrain, to- 
day. The favorites fared badly, and considerable 
money changed hands. The first race was for 
amateur single scullers, s mile and a half 
withaturn. The starters were Regan, of New- 
York: Morgan, King, and Soniat, of New-Or- 
leans, and Muchmore, of Chicago. Ruse, of Mo- 


bile, ‘and Crotty, of Galveston, withdrew. 
Regan sold even with the field Regan 
started with the lead, but yielded to Soniat 
and Muchmore, King pulling even with 
Regan. Soniat went finely to the stake, 
with 40 strokes to the minute, but lost headway 
in looking for his stake. Regan turned prettily 
in 5:15, and straightened out in the lead, with 
Muchmore second. They started for home to- 
gether, but Morgan soon drew to the lead, 
with Regan second, and King third, these rowing 
closest to shore. Muchmore and Soniat raced 
on the outside. Morgan pulled a straight course, 
82 strokes to the minute, and won bya length 
anda half, in 11:0144, Regan finishing in 11:08. 
Both spurted over the line, King came in 
third, and Soniat spurted and passed Muchmore 
near the line, beating him a third of a Jength. 
the professional double scull race of three miles, 
witha turn, followed. Gaudaur and Hosmer 
were the favorites. Parker and McKay :and 
Teemer and Plaisted were the other entries. 
Peterson and Lee did not start, saying 
they could not geta boat. Teemer and Plaisted 
took thej water first, but Gaudaur andjHosmer 
quickly went to the front and were never 
headed. The average stroke was 38. Before 
the three-quarter mile was passed McKay 
and Parker crept up on Teemer and Plaisted. 
Gaudaur and Hosmer made the three- 
quarter miie in 4:18, and then rowed 
away from the others, gaining a lead of eight 
Jengths. McKay and Parker and Teemer and 
Plaisted raced hard, and in pointing for the 
stake McKay and Parker rowed across and were 
three lengths in front of their rivals. 
Gaudaur and Hosmer turned the jmile and 
a halt stake in 9:11144, McKay and Parker 
in 9:25, and Teemer and Plaisted in 9:37!5, 
The positions were unchanged going home, and 
all three kept up 382 strokes steady. Gaudaur 
and Hosmer rowed splendidly, and won in fine 
style in 18:4914, a dozen lengths in front of Mc- 
Kay and Parker, who finished in 19:24, with 
a and Plaisted a dozen lengths behind in 
The last race was for amateur four-oared rigs, 
amile and ahalf with a turn.

DELIBERATE MURDER OF A DRUMMER BY A 


WRONGED . FATHER, 

East LIVERPOOL, Ohio, May °26.—Angus 
Bratt waiked up to the room of.Jefferson C. 
Davis, at the Caldwell House, to-night, called 
him to the door, and deliberately emptied the 
five chambers of his revolver into his body. The 
first shot pierced the heart and killed Davis. 
He dropped on the floor, but his murderer 
coolly stood over him and fired at the head and 
other parts of the body. every ball entering a 
vital part. The last shot was fired into the 
brain, the murderer holding his weapon so 
close to the head that the brains were 
spattered about the floor, When the shots 
were heard and the people rushed from their 
rooms Bratt stood next to his victim, the smok- 
ing pistol in his hand. He did not speak a word, 
and permitted himself to be taken to jail. Davis 
Was a salesman, 25 years of age, and courted 
the daughter of Bratt, who is a dry goods 
merehant at Youngtown, Ohio, aged 60. Last 
week Davis informed Miss Bratt that she should 
consider their engagement broken. She then 
confessed to her father that Davis had betrayed 
her, and when Bratt asked him to marry his 
daughter he refused. Itis said that he openly 
boasted of Miss Bratt’s disgrace, which so preyed 
on ber aged father’s mind that he determined 
to kill Davis. Since Sunday he has been hunt- 
ing for his victim. To-day, when heard that Davis 
was on a train and would stop at East Liverpool, 
he tollowed and watched for Davis. He saw him 
go tu the Caldwell House, but did not speak to 
him. His friends say that he was driven insane 
by the thought that his tamily would be dis- 
graced through Davis’s contemptible conduct.

ARTICLES FOUND ON TWO YOUNG MEN AR- 
RESTED IN POUGHKEEPSIE, 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 26.—This 
afternoon a small boat containing two young 
men was taken from a passing tow opposite this 
city, and the men were brought up to Police 
Headquarters. # They were charged'with stealing

The prisoners were searcbed, and on 
them were found two Jarge navy revolvers, each 
a foot long and loaded with ball cartridges; a 
Sheffield dirk knife, half afoot long; a bottle 
of arsenic, a bottle of ether, a bottle of 
strychnine, a bottle of chloroform, a bottle of 
sulphate of morphia and a sponge, a large num- 
ber of keysand smaller iron instruments, about 
50 ball cartridges, a quantity ‘of clothing, &c. 
They rave their names as Thomas H. Cassin and 
John E. Cassin, andone of them says they lived 
in Maine and were going to Albany to get work 
on the canal. Articles marked Newark, N. J., 
were found among their effects, and one haa a 
certificate of membership of the American Board 
of Commissioners of Foreign Missions, dated 

soston, January, 1884. On the back of itis the 
name C, Maynard, of Pemberton-square, 
Boston, Mass. He also had a certificate of good 
character written on the billhead of H. H. Holt, 
ink manufacturer, No. 9 Court-street, but it 
doesn’t say what place. They also had a lot of 
Newark and Boston advertising cards. One 
blank card bore the name “Cora H. Hill,” and 
another ** Mattie E. Elwell."”. When brought be- 
fore the Recorder one of them told a contradic- 
tory story, and the other refused to answer any 
questions till he consulted a lawyer, when they 
were sent to jail till to-morrow morning. They 
say they bought the boat for $15. 








AN OLD SWINDLER CAUGHT. 
PirrsspuRG, May 26.—Charles Boyd, who 
committed forgeries amounting to over $100,000 
while connected with S. Hamilton & Co., music 
dealers, of Steubenville, Ohio, arrived in this 
city to-day in custody of a detective, who 
captured him in Columbia, 8. C., where he first 


established himself in business with the money 
he had made out of his forgeries. He was astran- 
ger, but ina very short time had succeeded in 
ingratiating himself into the favor of the highest 
society of the city. He gave his name as Charies 
P. Brockford ana his business as that of a lum- 
ber merchant. He pushed himself forward in a 
way that established for him a reputationasa 
man of enterprise. Transactions of considerable 
magnitude were successfully carried out. The 
young man not only took a wide interest in the 
various charitable projects of the citizens, but 

romptiy identified himself with the Protestant 

jpiscopal Church, and was one of its most lib- 
eralsupporters. He presented the chapel of the 
church with a fine organ, and in various other 
ways became an excecdingly useful member. 
Boyd, who is a New-Yorker, is a confirmed 
opium eater. Several years ago he was convict- 
ed of forgery at Grenville, N. Y., and was sent to 
prison for two years. After he came out 
he engaged in the music business in New-York, 
and later in several cities of Ohio, and swindled 
people in different parts of the country. An 
Eastern firm of music dealers has sent word 
here that if the charges against Boyd will not 
send him for a long term, his transactions with 
their firm will be brought up against him. They 
claim that he muJcted them out of $5,000.

DEFECTS IN THE NATIONAL MONEY. 
WASHINGTON, May 26.—The report of the 
‘committee of Treasury officers upon the dis- 
tinctive fibre paper has not yet been signed, but 
it is understood that it will not be favorable to 
the paper. Treasurer Jordan, referring to a 
statement attributed to him, in which he was 
represented as admiring the paper used for the 
Bank of England notes, said that he had been 
misunderstood and would prefer a much 


better paper than that, and that the pa- 
er used by the United States Government, 
ike the engraving of bank notes and securities, 
was finer in this country than work of the same 
character produced abroad. In order to illus- 
trate the opportunity tor improvement he sent 
tor Cashier Whelpley, who produced a number 
of old demand notes and Treasury notes, the 
workmanship upon which, both front and back, 
was compared with the work on more recent is- 
sues, and the loss of the intense green of the 
backs was shown side by side with the blueish- 
green back of the notes now issued and in 
use. Mr. Jordan, after referring to the unsat- 
isfactory character of the work on the national 
bank notes, was asked whether, in case a change 
were recommended by the Secretury of the 
Treasury, the banks would object to the expense 
of an issue of new design. He replied that he 
did not think they would, as the expense, when 
divided among the national banks, would be 
very light to each institution. There is very 
good reason for believing that before the Ad- 
ministration is much older it will give the coun- 
try not only new national bank notes, but new 
silver certificates, and perhaps new ‘Treasury 
notes.

CONSUL MACKEY'S TROUBLES. 

The Department of State received to-day 
a report from Mr. Osborn, Minister to Brazil, in 
regard to the arrest and imprisonment of Beck- 
ford Mackey, United States Consul at Rio 
Grande do Sul. It appears that Mr. Mackey had 
for many weeks been violently assailed, for no 


ascertained cause, in the columns of a newspaper 
at Rio Grande do Sul, The editor, a man named 


Amorim, sent Mr. Mackey a note on April 
183 proposing that if he subscribed for the 
paper it would cease to attack him.

out of his office. On the next day the editor 
made a scurrilous attack on Mackey, and as- 
sailed his mother. On the same evening as 
Consul Mackey entered the theatre he was con- 
fronted by Amorim with an uplifted stick. Mr. 
Mackey at once struck him a heavy blow in the 
face with his walking cane. His assailant drew 
his pistol, but before he could fire the Consul 
shot him twice, and he fellto-the floor. Mr. 
Mackey, accompanied by the Consul of the Ger- 
man Empire, repaired tow police magistrate and 
surrendered himself,

THE PARIS ROADS EPIDEMIC,

SAYS IT IS DIPHTHERIA OF A 
MALIGNANT TYPE, 
PitTsBuRG, May 26.—Two more deaths 
have occurred in the Brockford family at Paris 
Roads from the disease which has within a few 
weeks caused 30 deaths. It is rapidly spread- 
ing, and there are 30 new cases, Dr. Her- 
man Biggs, whois one of the staff physicians 
of the Carnegie Pathological Laboratory of 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College, New York 
City, visited Paris Roads to-day to investigate 
the strange disease. He is a man thoroughly 
conversant with the germ theory of disease, and 
has spent several years in Europe getting knowl- 
edge of this branch of medical science. “It is 
an epidemic of diphtheria, and of a most ma- 
lignant type,’ said he. <A careful examination 
was made by Dr. Biggs. He went from house 
to house, giving advice as to disinfection, &c., 
and writing prescriptions, which were eagerly 
accepted. The entire day was consumed and 
many miles covered on the errand of investiga- 
tion and mercy. The settled belief among the 
people had been that they were suffering from 
black fever, from the virulence and fatality 
of the disease. ** From the reports received by 
us,”’ said Dr. Biggs, *“* Lhad formed the impres- 
sion that this place was afflicted with a visitation 
of a malignant type of erysipelas, known as 
black tongue, but thatis not the case. As it is 
the people of this community should take imme-- 
diate mezsures in the way of disinfecting.” 

Persons living along the Pan Handle Railroad, 
both east and west of Paris are very much 
alarmed at the rapid spread of the disease, and 
propose to take immediate steps to check the 
further progress of the contagion.

The two quarreled, and Brunn left the house 
without bidding Miss Bohn good-bye. On Mon- 
day morning he caijed early and asked Miss Bohn 
if she was not sorry for what she had said to 
him.

Inthe evening he sent word to Miss Bohn 
that unless she made up with him he would jump 
into the Susquehanna. As nothing has been 
heard of him since it is believed he has carried 
out his threat. The river is being dragged for 
his body. Miss Bohn liesin a critical condition 
at her father’s house. 








EDITOR AND ATTORNEY PUNISHED. 

Mempuis, May 26.—In the Criminal Court 
to-day-Walker Kennedy, editor of the Sunday 
Times, who spat in Attorney-General Turner's 
face in open court last week, was sentenced to 
pay $50 and serve 10 days in jail. He made 


affidavit that he did not know the court was in 
session, but Judge Douglass ruled that the 
attempt of the defendant to purge himself of 
the contempt was a shallow subterfuge 
and hud no_ semblance of sincerity. An 
application for an appeal was denied 
and a request that sentence be suspended until 
writs of certiorari and supersedeas could be 
acted on by the Supreme Court was also denied. 
Kennedy was peremptorily ordered to jail, and 
will edit his journal from that place. The At- 
torney-General was fined $50 for having a pistol 
and sentenced to two days in jail, imposed upon 
him with the remarkable proviso that it be held 
up until the conclusion of the present term of 
court, when his residence would not interfere 
with the discharge ot his official duties.

THE PARIS COMMUNISTS 


FEARS OF A SERIOUS OUTBREAK. 

J STILL ENTERTAINED. . 

THE RED FLAG DISPLAYED AT M,. AMOUR 
OUX’S FUNERAL—A SHARP ATTACK ON 
THE CABINET. 

Paris, May 26.—As many as 8,000 people 

went to the Cemetery of Pére la Chaise yester- 
day to attend the interment of the revolution- 
ist Cournet. Not until the throng were leaving 
the cemetery was any attempt made by the po-~ 
lice to interfere with them. Then the police 
tried to capture the red flagand to disperse the 
mob. In the mélée which ensued a Sergeant 
was wounded with some long-pointed steel in- 
strument. The police were not equal to the de- 
mands of the situation and had to summon the 
Republican Guard to their assistance. It is as- 
serted that the Prefect of Police will to-day 
publish a decree prohibiting the use of flags in 
public demonstrations, 
The changed attitude of the Government ~ 
toward the Communists causes serious uneast- 
ness, and a general apprehension that a danger- 
ous outbreak isimminent prevails. The preva- 
lent opinion is that the anarchists must be re- 
pressed witha firm hand. The rioting on Sun- 
day was the most serious that has occurred since 
the days of the Commune. 

The Ministry to-day discussed yesterday's 

riots and approved the Police Prefect’s ordinance 

forbidding hereafter the public display in the 

Department of the Seine of any emblems except 

the national tricolor and the proper flags of 

foreign nations. 

Four thousand men, including-members of the 

Municipal Council, to-day followed the coffin 

bearing the body of M. Charles Amouroux, the 

Communist leader, to the grave in Pére la Chaise 

Cemetery. There were 12 orations delivered 

over the grave. Revolutionist committees at- 

tending the funeral displayed the red flag of the 

Commune in the cemetery, and this emblem Was 

greeted with cries of ** Vive la Commune!” 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. La- 

croix interpellated the Government with refer-- 


ence to the occurrences at the Pérela Chaise 
Cemetery on Sunday. He accused the police of 
provoking the disorders. He denied the right 
of the Government to interfere with the display 
of red flags on the ground that a law relating to 
seditious emblems has not yet been passed. M. 
Allain-Targé, Minister of the Interior, replied, 
accepting all responsibility for the action of the 
police. Hesaid that even though some uncer- 
tainty might exist regarding the definition of 
seditious emblems, it was the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to preserve order and to prevent the dis- 
play of emblems calculated to incite civil war. He 
deciared that he did not confound the democra- 
cy of Paris with the minority of the anarchist 
agitators who provoked disorder and attacked 
the police, who were compelled to defend them- 
selves. The police, ne declared, had acted as 
veritable defenders of the jaw. M. le Lievre 
urged the Government to redouble ita efforts to 
prevent the display of red flags and banners. M. 
Lacroix’s motion declaring that no law existed 
preventing the display of flags and emblems and 
condemning the violence or the policeon Sun- 
day was rejected by a vote of 423 to 44. M. Casi- 
mir-Perier then offered a motion expressing con- 
fidence im the firmness of the Government in en- 
forcing respect for the national flag. The mo- 
tion was adopted by a vote of 888 to 10. 

The Journal des Débats blames the Government 
for allowing the Communists to parade with red 
fiags, and urges the enactment of a law against 
the public use of all emblems of sedition. The 
French press generally condemn the indecision 
of the Government in its conduct during the 
past few days toward the Communists. The 
revolutionist organs are jubilant over what 
they term the triumph of the Communists over 
the authorities. 





THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN DISPUTE. 
Sima, India, May 26.—The troops of the

Lonpoy, May 26.—Mr. James Russell 
Lowell delivered an oration at Cambridge to-day 
on the occasion of the unveiling of the bust of 
the poet Gray. He said it was probably tne last 
occasion on which he would address an English 
audience,and he expressed his heartfelt grati- 
tude for the kindness which had been shown him 
both in official and private life. He said he 
came to England as a stranger, but he leaves it 
with the feelings of a brother. The audience, 
which was most select, was deepiy touched by 
Mr. Lowell's evident emotion, and loudly cheered 
him as he conciuded his address. 

Mr. Lowell highly praised the writings of the 
poet, than which he wished tor nothing better. 
Lord Hougnton, Alma Tadema, Sir Frederick 
Leighton, and other well-kuown gentlemen 
were present. 





LIEUT. SHOCK’S SUICIDE. 

Lonpon, May 26.—An inquest was held 
this afternoon in the case of Lieut. John Loomis 
Shock, of the United States Navy, who shot 
himself last Sunday at his lodgings near London. 
A verdict was rendered to the effect that Lieut. 
Shock committed suicide during a fit of tem- 
porary insanity, caused by mental depression in- 
duced by overexertion and anxiety to prepare 
successfully for his graduation examination at 
the Royal Naval College this Summer. On the 
person of Lieut. Shock was found a letter 
written by him and addressed to a personal 
friend named Nixon. In this letter the young 
Lieutenant intimated that he intended to com- 
mit suicide. _ writes how he desires to have 
his personal effects disposed of. The suicide also 
left a letter addressed to the fatherof a young 
woman with whom he was in love.

WAS PAID FOR IT. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—The‘heuse No-. 
‘2,009 Chestnut-street, known as “Gen. Grant’s 
house,” was sold at auction to-day by M. Thom- 
as & Sons under the instructions of William H. 


Hess, of No. 205 South Sixth-street, was the pur-. 
chaser. The house is a four-story brick, with 
brownstone trimmings, situated four doors 
from the corner of Nineteenth-street, on 
the north side of Chestuntestreet, upon 
a lot 22 by 164 feet. It contains 18 
rooms, and backs on Johnson-street. The sale 
took place at the rooms of the auctioneers by 
direction of Lewis H. Redner & Co., agents for 
Clarence Seward, of New-York, Mr. Vanderbilt’s 


attorney. The house was assigned by Gen. 
Grant and his wife to Mr. Vanderbiit tn the set- 
tlement of Gen. Grant’s debt to Mr. Vanderbilt. 
The mansion was presented to the General by a 
committee of patriotic citizens of this city on 
April 12, 1865. The idea of presenting Gen. Grant 
with a house originated with George H. Stuart 
about the close of 1864. Mr. Stuart, in company 
with a number of gentlemen of this city, visited 
Gen. Grant, who was then in command of the 
Army of the Potomac. As they wereembarking 
at City Point, Mr. Stuart inquired of Gen. Grant 
if there was vote - he could do for him upon 
his return from Philadelphia. At first the Gen- 
eral answered in the negative. On second 
thought, however, he added that Mrs. Grant and 
the children were in Burlington, N. J., and had 
been looking in vain for some time fora fur- 
nished house in Philadelphia, but could not find 
one except at such an exorbitant rent as entirely 
precluded the hiring of it. This was all that was 
said by Gen. Grant. After leaving the wharf 
Mr. Stuart mentioned the matter to friends, 
among whom was the late Stephen Cald- 
well, and suggested purchasing a house, fur- 
nishing it, and — a deed of gift to the 
General. The suggestion being warmly sec- 
onded, a meeting was held in Mr. Stuart's 
counting-room, on Bank-street, the next morn-. 
ing, and a committee appointed, consisting of 
G. H. Stuart, W.C. Kent, A. E. Borie, Davis 
Purson, James Graham, and E. C. Knight, to’ 
solicit subscriptions. The money was raised in a 
day or two, but a suitable house was difficult to 
find. When the one No. 2,009 Chestnut-street 
was selected, $32,000 was demanded. An addi- 
tional $12,000 was raised in a few days, and more 
without effort for the purpose of furnishing the 
house and supplying tae larder. It was kepta 
profound secret from n. Grant, so Mr. 
Stuart believes, until the day of presentation, 
when the soldier, who had just come to Philadel- 
segs in company with his wife, was waited upon 
y the committee and taken to the new resi- 
dence. The occasion was the first meeting of Mr.

INVALID CINCINNATI BONDS. 
Crncrnnatl, Muay 26.—The Superior Court 
to-day granted a restraining order upon the 
petition of the Taxpayers’ League enjoining the 
Board of Public Works and the City Controller 
from issuing about $300,000 in bonds for the 
purpose of supplying deficiencies In the: Board 


of Health, infirmary, and general funds. The 
decision was based upon the ground that the 
acts authorizing these issues are special 
acts, that is, applying only to Cin- 
cinnati, and confer corporate powers, 
and for both ot these reasons are 
unconstitutional. A proposed issue of $70,000 
street-cleaning bonds were not included in the 
restraining order. There are good lawyers who 
say that a previous issue of Cincinnati bonds, 
aggregating more than $1,000,000, are invali- 
dated by this decision. Should tnis prove to be 
the case holders of these bonds, while they may 
suffer annoyance, will not be great losers, for 
the reason that judgments can be obtained 
a the city for the face value of the invalid 
onds.

The American Jockey Club opened the 
racing season yesterday, and a great crowd went 
toe Jerome Park. The park never looked more 
pretty in its garb of green, and the bluff pre- 
sented a picture of animation and beauty when 
the coaches and drags drew up in line and their 
occupants betook themselves to favorite posi- 
tions on the lawn and under the shadows of the 
trees. When the last train had arrived the im- 
mense grand stand was crowded with people, 
while the speculators surged into the betting

It was the most noted opening day at Jerome 
Park for years. Great excitement and interest 
were caused by the uncertainty with which tke 
Withers Stakes was regarded by turfmen gen- 
erally. Much money had been wagered during 
the Winter on the several candidates, notably on 
Goano and Richmond, while the advent of the 
California colt Tyrant caused a sensation among 
the bookmakers. It is all over now, the Withers 
has been run, and the California party has tri- 
umphantly carried off the spoils, and there are 
many sad hearts in Brooklyn in consequence. It 
is evident, however, that the Dwyers lost the 
race by bad management, for Richmond 
showed that he is a remarkably speedy colt, 
but he was forced to make the running 
from the start, and tired at the finish. 
Goana was never in the race, and his running 
was a great disappointment to hosts of admirers. 
The Fordham Handicap was another interesting 
affair, and Reveller’s victory was a complete sur- 
prise. It was his first appearance since 1883, 
and he was thought to be dying of consump- 
tion. He was offered for sale last Winter, but 
the cough, which had been incessant with him, 
suddenly ceased, and he was withdrawn from 
the sale list. He is now believed to be sound 
and one of the speediest horses on the turf. A 
pleasing incident of the day was the fine form 
shown by tne Brookdale Stable of Mr. Withers, 
which is seldom seen to advantage early in the 
season, but, singular to relate, he has never been 
able to win the stake named in his honor.

CRUSHED UNDER A FALLING TREE. 





A PROBABLY FATAL ACCIDENT TO A BROOK- 
LYN YOUNG LADY. 

Just as Dr. John Bell and his young: 
*daughter,.Miss Ella, of No. 233 Warren-street, 
Brooklyn, were driving by the house No. 257 
Warren-street, at about 11 o’clock yesterday’ 
morning, a large tree,at which two men had 
been cutting for some time, cracked andsnapped, 
and, leaning over the street, crashed directly 
across the seat of the doctor’s buggy. Before 
the physician or the young lady could evade the 
falling mass, they were crushed under it. The 
vehicle was shattered, and when its occupants 
were picked up it was found that they had been 
dangerously hurt. A heavy limb of the falling 
tree, which had been broken off from the trunk, 
had struck Miss Eilaa terrific blow in the side 
and back, and she was unconscious. Dr. Bell re- 
tained his senses, and, though suffering agony 
from a blow on the arm, set to work at once 
with some others to extricate his daughter from 
under the pile of tangled branches and bits of 
shattered wood which almost covered her. She 
was taken out, and with her father was removed 
to St. Mary’s Hospital, where Dr. Leland at- 
tended to their injuries. 

Miss Bell was found to be probably fatally in- 
jured, her spine having been very badly hurt. 
She had also suffered internal injuries. It 
is the opinion of the physicians at the hos- 

ital that she cannot recover. Dr. Bill’s in- 
uries were less serious, his legs and arms only 
being hurt. Immediately after the fall of the 
tree, John J. Morrissey, of No. 96 Fourth-street, 
and John Rapa, an Italian, who lives in ‘Thomp- 
son-street, this city, the men who had cut the 
tree. were arrested by a passing policeman and 
taken at once before Justice Massey. The 
Italian said that they had been acting under or- 
ders from his employer, in cutting down 
the tree. They had no permit for doing the 
work, and had taken no precaution to in 
sure passers by from injury. They were both 
locked up on this charge, and Rapa was also 
held on the charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon without a permit, a murderous looking 
stiletto having dropped from his pocket on the 
way to court. 








MACKAY’'S TELEGRAPH PROPERTY. 

The fact that Judge Phelpsin the Cir- 
cuit Court at Baltimore had authorized Re- 
ceiver Stevens, of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company, to sell all of that company’s 
property in the State of Maryland, gave rise 
yesterday to various Wall-street rumors con- 
cerning the future of the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’ Company. Besides the plant the portion 
ot the company’s property to be sold includes 


5,396 shares of the capital stock. The sale will 
occur on June 18, and it is generally believed 
that the New-York company will make the pur- 
chase. Additional rumors were circulated 
regarding «a possible consolidation of the 
Bankers and Merchants’ and the Postal Tele- 
graph. Such rumors were denied by persons 
who are understood to be in the confi- 
dence of John W. Mackay, who owns a control- 
ling interest in the Postal. Mr. Mackay’s friends 
say that he has gotall of the telegraph prop- 
erty on his hands that he wants. An ex-officer 
of the Postal Company recentiy furnished the 
following figures, showing the extent of Mr. 
Mackay’s holdings of telegraph property. Mr. 
Mackay’s first purchase was $1,000,000 of Postal 
Telegraph bonds at 50; next he loaned the com- 
pany $1,400,000 in cash, taking $5,000,000 of bonds 
assecurity. He also acquired about $6,000,000 of 
the $10,500,000 of capitai stock. In the construc- 
tion of the Mackay-Bennett Atlantic Cable Mr. 
Mackay is said to have paid out $4,670,000 in cash 
tor his two-thirds, besides advancing some 
money to Mr. Bennett on the latter’s one-third.

EASTERN LEAGUE RULES AMENDED. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—A special meet- 
ing ot the Eastern League of Professional Base- 
ball Clubs was held at the Girard House this aft- 
ernoon.

TRYING TO REORGANIZE THE CHI 
CAGO POOL. 

THE PROPOSITION LAID BEFORE THE TRUNK 


LINE PRESIDENTS AT THEIR MEETING 
YESTERDAY. 


The meeting of the trunk line Presidents 
yesterday was simply a conference between the 
representatives of the former Chicago pool and 
the trunk line magnates to listen to the report 
ofthe former as to the steps taken since the 
first meeting of May 18 looking to the forma- 
tion of acentral traffic association within the 
pool territory. Those present included Vice- 
President Horace J. Hayden, for the. New-York 
Centfal; President King and Vice-President 
Felton, for the Erie; President Roberts, Vice- 
President Thomson, and General! Freight Agent 
Stewart, for the Pennsylvania; Vice-President 
Samuel Spencer and General Freight Agent 
Harriot, for the Baltimore and Ohio; President 
Sir Henry W. Tyler and Managers Hickson and 
Seargeant, for the Grand Trunk; President 
Newell, of the Lake Shore, and President Led- 
yard for the Michigan Central. ; 

The report yesterday shows that the plan of 
the Western roads is, in effect, to cautiously feel 
the way toward a new pool by the eight, Chicago 
roads, the percentages allotted to each to be 
fixed upon by mutual agreement or, if not so 
fixed by arbitration. It was further “resolved 
that in any new pool so formed the-date for set- 
tlements should be fixed for June 1, and that as 
soon thereafter as possible the rates, both for 
passengers and freights, be advanced to the old 
schedule and be maintained. The meeting for 
the day terminated without reaching any con- 
clusion, except to leave the whole matter, 
so far as it relates to the trunk lines, 
to the Joint Executive Committee. The Western 
roads will hold daily conferences to arrange all 
the conflicting details, and on Friday there will 
be asecond meeting of the Presidents to hear 
what has been accomplished. The meeting yes- 
terday was marked by an unusual degree of har- 
mony, and, as one of the magnates said, it was 
a family party. He, however, thought it 
‘““scarcely probable that anything practical 
would result from the discussion.”* This is the 
more likely, inasmuchas the reconstruction of 
the Chicago pool, which is intended, if 
successtul, to be the lever with which 
the conflicting interests in the 
disrupted pools will be moved toward 
a general settlement or reorganization is based 
on the same lg ge which has been found in- 
effective in the old poo}. The awards of per- 
centages in the old pool was based on arbitra- 
tion. When the Grand Trunk became dissatis- 
fied and demanded anew award the arbitration 
was made, and the Grand Trunk being unwilling 
to accept the award gave notice of its with- 
drawal, and the Chicago pool wasa ching of the 
past.

OUSTING THE ERIE; ROAD. 
THES CONTRACTS WITH THE . CINCINNATI,- 
HAMILTON AND DAYTON INVALID. 

CINCINNATI, May 26.—The Superior Court’ 
Judges, sitting in.-General Term, to-day decided: 
invalid the contracts by which the New-York,, 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad Company has; 
for three years controlled the Cincinnati, Ham-i 
ilton and Dayton system of roads. These con-; 
tracts provided for a transfer of a majority—17,501, 
shares—of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
stock to the pool Trustees, who placed it in the: 
name of H. J. Jewett, then President of the.Erie 
Road, the holders of this stock receiving in Neu 
of their certificates an issue of trust certificates 
upon which 3 per cent..semi-annual dividends 
were guaranteed by the Erie, whether earned: 
or not. ‘Though the stock was placed in, 
Mr. Jewett’s name it was a part of the 
agreement that he should from time to time 
transfer to the Erie board or its appointeea 

roxy therefor, which was to be voted as the 

oard might direct. The plaintiff, a minority 
stockholder, petitioned the court to restrain 
Mr. Jewett from delivering this proxy ta 
the Erie board, or to restrain the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton officials from; 
counting the vote should it becast. The Erie 
denied the plaintiff's allegation that these agrec- 
ments were illegal, and asked that Mr. Jewett be 
compelled to transfer the proxy to the Erie, 
which, it was alleged, he was threatening to cast 
against that road’s interest. In an alternative 
prayer the court was asked, in thé event of find- 
ing the agreements illegal, to extend the injunc- 
tion from voting the stock to Mr. Jewett and to 
release the Arie fromits guarantee upon the 
stock, 

The court held that the plaintiff, never having 
entered the pool, was not a party thereto, and 
hence not estopped from seeking the relief 
prayed for; that the contracts were invalid for 
the double reason that, under the law of Ohio, 
one corporation cannot purchase, for the pur- 
pose of controlling, the stock of another corpo- 
ration, or attain the same end by indirect means, 
and stockholders have no more right to sell their 
proxies than a citizen would have to sel! his 
vote at a popular election, or a Director his vote 
ona question before his board. The contracts 
having been thus found to be illegal as ;to the 
Erie Road, it followed as a matter of course that 
they were illegal asregards Mr. Jewett, and both 
Jewett and the company were enjoined from 
voting the proxy in question. It will now be 
necessary to take up the trust certificates, and 
issue common stock in their stead, which 
may be voted at the annual meeting June 16. 
The trust certificates, of which there are about 
$2,000,000 on the market, dropped upon the news 
of the decision from 95 to 91. Common stock 
sold at 90 before the decision was announced. 
Immediately thereafter ail the blocks upon the 
market were withdrawn. Talk of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company acquiring control of the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton was revived, and 
there were predictions that such control would 
be practically secured at the coming annual 
meeting.

NO SHOT GUNS USED. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—There appears 
to be very little foundation for the reports cir- 
culated that the surveyors of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad laying the route forthe new road 
inthe *‘Neck” have been driven away with 
guns. General Manager Pugh and Chief Engi- 
neer Brown, of the Pennsylvania, and General 
Traffic Manager James MacC. Creighton ana the 
Chief Engineer of the Baltimore and Ohio deny 
that there has been any conflict or that any is 
impending. Chief Engineer Brown, of the 
Pennsylvania Company, said to-day: “No 
trouble has occurred, nor is any anticipated be- 
tween the two roads. As to any of tho 
surveyors of the Baltimore and Ohio hay- 
ing been driven off property they were surveying 
with shot runs, I know nothing except that if 
anything of the kind took place we had nothing 
to do with it. The farmers in the * Neck’ will 
not permit interlopers to cross their garden 
patches, and I myself was driven off a couple of 
weeks ago. As to interfering with the Baltimore 
and Ohio people by building obstructing lines, 
we are doing nothing of the kind.” Manager 
Creighton, of the Baltimore and Ohio, said: ** No 
trouble has taken place, and none is apprehended. 
We are building on our own property, and have 
not beeninterfered with. A few men may have 
been ordered off private property when they 
were drawing what are known as ‘ hunting 
lines.’ It isnot and never was contemplated to 
run the road over that property.”

Bondholders of the Houston and Texas 
Central Railroad have received notice from C. 
P. Huntington within the past two or three days 
that he withdraws the proposition recently made 
by bimtothem.

THE DOLPHIN MAKES A TRIP. 








VERY SUCCESSFUL IN A PRIVATE TRIAL AS 
FAR AS NEW-LONDON., 

The dispatch boat Dolphin steamed 
slowly away from her pier at John Roach’'s ship- 
yard early yesterday morning, headed for the 
Sound. Passengers looked at her from the decks 
of incoming Sound steamers with some curi- 
osity, under the impression that she was under- 
going another trial to demonstrate that she was 
fit for the Government’s acceptance.The Dolphin 
moved steadily along at the rate of 10 or12 knots 
an hour, with expert engineers keeping a careful 
eye on her whimsical crank pins. Mr. Roach’s 
son said that it was merely a preparatory trip 
for the next test of the Navai Advisory Board, 
which is set down for to-morrow. No one was 
on board, not even John Roach, except those re- 
quired for the proper management of the vessel. 
It was expected by the men who built her that 
with proper precaution the Dolphin would be- 
have herself properly to-morrow and comply 
_with all the specifications of the contract under 
which she was set afloat. 

Early in the evening Mr. Roach was found at 
his house in Fifth-avenue. He said thatthe Dol- 
phin had orders to run as far as New-London if 
the machinery worked well, and he received a 
dispatch during the day from gome point up the 
Sound (he did not state where) that the journals 
were not heating and that the trial was a suc- 
cess. He expected the Dolphin to return to the 
city some time to-day. 


WNew-Lonpbon, Conn., May 26.—Thiseven- 
ing, at 5 o'clock, the Dolphin arrived here from 
New-York. Her machinery worked very satis- 
factorily,and she made even better speed than the 
contract required, attaining 16 knots and not 
dropping below 15. The Doiphin will leave for 
New-York in the early morning.

The services began with the celebration of the 
holy communion in the chapel of the seminary, 
after which the students and Faculty of the 
seminary, the Trustees, the visiting clergy, and 
the Bishopsin attendance formed in procession 
and marched tothe new library building. The 
Bishops present were Henry C. Potter, of the 
Diocese of New-York; John Scarborough, of the 
Diocese of New-Jersoy; George Franklin Sey- 
mour, of the Diocese of Springfield, Il!., and 
John Nicholas Galleher, of the Diocese of Louis- 
jana. Among the clergy who appeared in the 

rocession were President Smith, of Trinity Col- 
ege; the Rey. Dr. Drowne, of the Garden City 
Cathedral; the Rev. Prof. Russell, of Waterbury, 
Conn.; the Rev. Mr. Schwarz, of Albany; the 
Rev. Dr. Carey, of Saratoga Seine: the Rev. 
Mr. Hutchins, of Medford, Mass.; the Rev. Dr. 
Ashton, of Long Island; the Rev. Dr. Harrison, of 
Troy; the Rev. L. H. Lighthipe, of Pemberton, 
N. J.;the Rev. E. K. Smith, of Lambertville, N. 
J.; the Rev. William 8. Boardman, of Perth Am- 
boy, N. J.; the Rev. Theodore A. Eaton, the Rev.

Then followed the dedicatory 
exhortation and prayers by the Bishop, and the 
hymn beginning **The church’s one founda- 
tion” was sung by the assembled clergy and 
students, after which Bishop Potter made a 
short address, In the building of the new libra- 
ry and dormitories and Sherred Hall, he said, 
there is evidence of a new strength and 
enthusiasm that has come the church, 
* The most suggestive fact,” said Dr. Potter, *as 
we look around this large room is that the walls 
are yet quite empty. Of course,we have seminary 
Professors and learned men and students here, 
but we can’t take a seminary Professor down 
from the shelf to consult him at our pleasure, and 
we can't always shut him up, as- we can a book, 
when we feel disposed to do so. [Laughter.] An 
opportunity is now given to all of us to display 
our liberality. Every Rector should have on 
these empty shelves two or three good books 
which he could point to as brought here by his 
influence, and then every Rector will come bere 
feeling that he hasa personal interest in the new" 
library hall.”

ON THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 





PRESIDENT HERRICK’S REVIEW’ OF BUSINESSi 
AND SUGGESTIONS, 

Theannual meeting of the Produce. Ex~ 
change was held in the call room yesterday. 
The President, J. Hobart Herrick, made an ad- 
dress, in which he said that the Exchenge has 
passed through a year of unusual commercial 
depression with less.suffering and distress than 
any other branch of trade or manufactures. 
The income from rentals in the new building 
‘was steadily increasing, and Mr. Herrick 
thought it safe to estimate a surplus next year 
of at least $50,000, which, gradually increasing, 
would extinguish the debt of the Exchange in 15 
years. 

In announcing the sale of the old Produce Ex- 
change Building to the United States Govern- 
ment for $250,000, subject to an appropriation 
by Congress, President Herrick said: ‘The 
property is of so much value to the Government 
and the ig so reasonabie that I have but little 
doubt that the transaction will be completed 
without delay upon the meeting of the next 
_Congress.” In regard to trading in pipe line 
-certificateson the floor of the Exchange, Mr. 
Herrick said that the successful development of 
that branch of trade would greatly increase the 
business of the Exchange, and he suggested that 
it might be advantageous to temporarily admit 
to the privileges of the Exchange about 250 act- 
ive traders in oil. The gratuity fund enters 
upon its fourth year with a surplus of about 
$675,000. Nochange in the plan has been made. 
The continued coinage of silver was dep- 
recated. The speaker said that a _har- 
vest of disaster was the inevitable result 
of the silver policy, and that harvest would 
have been reaped ere this had it not been for the 
judicious management of the Treasury officers 
in retaining intact the $100,000,000 of gold re- 
serve. When the burden does fall it will fail 
most heavily on the middle class and the labor- 
ing men. 

The Treasurer’s report showed the assets to be 
$3,631,243 95 and the liabilities $1,691,000, includ- 
ing a mortgage of $1,450,000 on the new build- 
ing. The total income last year was $266,059, and 
the expenses, exclusive of interest and taxes, 
were $105,592. Much interest is being manifest- 
ed by the members in the annual election, which 
occurs next Monday. It will be the first elec- 
tion under the amended charter. President 
Herrick has declined to be a candidate for re- 
election, and it is probable that the next Presi- 
dent of the Exchange will be either ©. M. Vail 
or Alexander E, Orr.

THE PRISCILLA ARRIVES, 
—__——_>—-— 
A DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW-YORK YACH? 
; CLUB’S RACER. 

The iron centreboard yacht Priscilla, 
whick will represent the New-York Yacht Club 
in the international race for the America’s cup 
in August, arrived in this harbor yesterday in 
tow of the tug Ocean King. She was taken 
to Poillon’s ship yard at the foot of Bridge- 
street in Brooklyn, where her spars wiil be putin 
and cabin fitted up. She is the largest sloop yacht 
afloat. Her displacement capacity is about 120 
tons. Her dimensions are: Length over all, 94 feet; 
length at the water line, 84 feet; breadth of beam, 
22 teet 5 inches, and depth of hold, 9 feet 6 inches. 
Her draught will be feet 9 inches. She will 
carry about 40 tons of lead ballast, which is now 
being cast at Taylor’s works on Adams-street, 
and which will fit the frames. The latter,are 2} 
inches apart. The iron shell of the yacht is 
three-eighths of an inch‘thick. The centreboard, 


which is of wood. bound with steel, 1s 21 feet 
long, 94% feet deep. and 444 inches thick. It_is 


worked by a small iron winch on deck. The 
deck is ot white pine, and the timbers are 3 
inches by 3 inches. 


The outlines of the Priscilla are graceful and 
she sits in the water like aduck. When her 
spars and rigging are set up she will bea very 
handsome yacht. Her mast will be 88 feet long 
and 20inchesin diameter. The topmast will be 
40 feet in length, the boom 724% feet, the gaff 
feet, and the bowsprit 46 feet. The ow oO 
the Priscilla are James Gordon Bennett and Wille 
jam Douglas. Her model was designed by A. 
Cary Smith. She is commanded by Capt. 8. B 
Gibson, of Bay Shore, Long Island, who hag 
commanded fast yachts for a number of years.

THE CORONER’S JURY CENSURE THE MINING 
INSPECTOR. 

PortsvILLE, Penn., May -26.—The Cor- 
oner’s jury in the. case of Henry Mervine, the 
last recovered of the victims of the Cuyler Col- 
liery disaster, after deliberating for 10 hours, re 
turned a verdict-early this morning as follows: 

“That death ensued from the fall of the dividin 
stone and the top coal while the men were In the act o: 
attempting to stop the squeeze by timbering No. 4 
ganaway under the instruction of the boss miner. The 

all was caused by excessive robbing of the pillars, The 

removal of the pillars was in accordance with the 
terms of the lease from the land owners and with the 
knowledge and consent of their agent; and that the 
Mine Inspector was derelictin his duty in permitting 
this undue robbing to be done without protesting 
against the same.”’ 

The jury was composed of two ex-coal opera- 
tors, two miners, and two merchants. Thomas 
Esgar, the inside foreman, was the last witness 
called, but nothing new waselicited. He says 
he ordered the men out of the mine on the 
morning of the accident, but could give no sat~ 
istactory reason to the jury for hisaction. The 
Heaton Brothers have worked very successfully 
this colliery for over a period of 20 years 
with very few accidents until the late 
disaster occurred. Work will not be re- 
sumed at Cuyler Colliery until some time in 
June, when the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron Company will assume control. In the 
meantime the Heaton Brothers’ time is occu- 
pied in preparing their defense in the suit in- 
stituted against them by the families of the 10 
victims for $20,000 damages. Robert Mauchlin, 
the censured Mine Inspector, is 50 years of age, 
and is considered an expert miner, and has had 
charge of this district for over five years. His 
duties are almost out of the power of one indi. 
vidual to perform, having 62 collieries to exam. 
ine, divided in three counties, each of which re 

uires one week’s time to thoroughly inspect 

he verdict, however, appears to be what wa 
anticipated. 





RHODE ISLAND'S 'LECTION DAY. 
Newport, R. I., May 26.—George Pe» 
body Wetmore was inaugurated Governor of 
Rhode Island to-day.

FURTHER VIEWS REGARDING GOVERNMENT 
REGULATION OF RAILROADS. 


Boston, May 26.—The special committee 
of the United States Senate investigating the 
subject of inter-State commerce continued their 
hearing to-day atthe Railroad Commissioners’ 
office. William H. Lincoln, a manager of Eu- 
ropean steamship lines, did not think that ship- 
pers could complain of the present rates, which 
are ridiculously low; too low for the interests 
of railroad stockholders. The railroad business, 
in his opinion, is the worst and most absurdly 
managed of any business in the country. One 
would expect the roads to lower their rates 
when the water-route competition was felt, 


but be had known roads to raise their 
rates at such seasons, and to lower 
rates when the business is more than can 
be handled. There is no _ business which 
needs reguiating so much as that of the rail- 
and a minimum rate should be fixed by 
law. The fluctuating rates unsettled business 
greatly. Stability of rates is more important 
than the rate itself. Mr. Lincoln believed that 
favoritism was shown by the railroads in giving 
knowledge of changes in rates to certain ship- 
ers. He thought a general law requiring at 
east 10 days’ notice of a change of rates would 
be equitable. He believed ina National Board 
of Railroad Commissioners,and protested against 
the double taritf system of railroads, believing 
that the tariif shou)d be based upon the mileage. 
The pool system of the country he regarded as a 
farce. In any legislation upon the subject of 
rates he believed a carload should be the unit 
and that no reduction should be made in rates 
for large quantities. 

Edward Kemble, a erain commission mer- 
chant, believed in a regulation requiring 30 days’ 
notice of achange of rates and absolutely for- 
bidding all pooling systems. Hethought Massa- 
chussetts and New-England were laboring under 
an outrageous disadvantage. The fact now is 
that the foreigner can use the railroads between 
Chicago and Boston 33% per cent. cheaper than 
can the people of New-Engiand. 

Ex-Gov. Claflin favored establishing a na- 
tionai commission, whose powers and rights 
must be determined by experiment. Until re- 
cently the roads themselves had opposed any 
supervision, but at last even the New-York rail- 
road men have got into such difficulties among 
themselves that they are advocating the crea- 
tion of a national railroad commission for their 
own protection. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon the committee 
dined at the Parker House upon invitation of 
the Commercial Club, and to-morrow forenoon 
will be spent in a visitto Plymouth. The com- 
muttee will Jeave Boston to-morrow evening for 
Philadelphia. 





NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 


AE WANTED HIS PENSION STOPPED. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—A good-looking, 
well-built man came with the crowd of callers 
at the Pension Office this morning and entered 
the room of First Deputy Commissioner Mc- 
Lean. When his turn for an interview was 
reached he asked the Deputy to be allowed to 
see the Commissioner. 

‘“* The Commissioner is busy, Sir. If you wish 
to see about a claim or to secure an appoint- 
ment we can attend to the matter here.”’ 

“I want to have my pension stopped.” 

The Deputy Commissioner iooked at the man, 
then at his papers, then at the man again, and 
finally touched his bell button and sent a mes- 
senger for the record. 

“Have you considered this step sufficiently, 
Sir?’ asked the Deputy. ‘“ You are, I| see, re- 
ceiving $72 a month—nearly $1,000 a year.” 

“ Yes, I have considered it. The Government 
has done enough forme. I want to give it up.” 

** Have you a great abundance of means ?” 

““No; but I have enough for comfort.” 

** Well, I guess you had better see the Commis- 
sioner.” 

Col. McLean thereupon introduced the visitor 
to the Commissioner. Afterashort interview a 
record of the case was taken, in order that the 
pension might be canceled “‘upon claimant’s 
request.” The man’s name is Snyder. He 
belonged to a New-York regiment. Gen. Black 
says this is not the first case of the kind witbin 
his knowledge. Not long after he entered the 
office a Kentuckian named Stevenson sent on 
his certificates with a request that his claim 
might be canceled. He surrendered at the 
same time quite a large fund of accumulated 
pensions which he had never drawn. He wrote 
that he was convinced he had fully recovered 
from his disability.

ONE OF HENRY CLAY’S LETTERS. 

GREENWICH, Conn., May 26.—The follow- 
ing isa copy of an autograph letter written by 
Henry Clay to a prominent politician of New- 
York in 1832, in which he refers to the course of 
the Senate in the rejection of Martin Van Buren 
as Minister to Great Britain, when he was nom- 
inated by President Jackson. Subsequent events 


proved that he was wrong in his conjectures as 
to public sentiment, as Mr. Van Buren was 
subsequently elected Vice-President and then 
President. The letter is owned by Judge 
eg L. Mason, of this place, and reads as fol- 
OWS: 
WASHINGTON, 17 Feb., 1882. 

DEAR S1r: I received your favor of the 12th inst., 
andthank you for the friendly suggestion which it 
contains, and to which I shallattend. As faras 1 can 
learn from all quarters,the great pedy. of the public 
approve the recent rejection of Mr. Van Buren. I 
never myself doubted that such would be the result. I 
am engaged in such hours asIcan snatch from my 
humerous avocations in the preparation of my late 
speech.

The-President is said to have: decided 
me time ago that the new Minister to 
hina ought-to be taken from California. 
fit is now understood that he has changed 
fis mind. He may have been assisted in. 
reconsidering his original determination, 
lby the sensible opinions of Judge WAL- 
LACE, of California, whom he seems 
have regarded as a good man 
for the place. Judge WaLbLack with- 
grew the application which his friends 
had made and declared that the ap- 
ointment of a Californian would 
not be acceptable to China. All Califor- 
pians were, he remarked, supporters of 
the-policy of exclusion. To persistently 
ocate that. policy and at-the-same time 
jto-successfully invite alarger share of Chi- 
mese trade-would be.a very-delicate.and dif- 
ficult undertaking. Moreover, he believed 
that California would be better served by 
p Minister of broad views from some 
otherState-than by one of her own. citi- 
pens, To any one acquainted with the 
history of the anti-Chinese movement:and 
peith the feeling of Californians to-day it 
jought to be plain enough that California 
ks the last-State from which -a Minister to 
‘China should be selected, unless, indeed, 
it is our desire ard purpose to be 
hated by the Government and the people 
of that country and to loseeven the small 
trade which the-enterprise of:some of our 
people-has gained. 
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A majority-of the Cabinet agreed yes- 
kerday that the President had no legal 
to extend the original period fixed 
for the New-Orleans Exposition. They: 
might with equal justice have agreed 
that if he had that power there is no 
sound reason why he should exercise it. 
The Exposition, despite the energy of its 
managers, failed to meet the expectations 
formed of it, and there is no likelihood 
that it-would do materially better if con- 
tinued. 

The Governor listened to arguments | 
yesterday for and against a large. number 
of bills left in his hands.at the close of the 
pession of the Legislature affecting this 
ity, and in some cases gave indications 
of his purpose in reference to-them. Ob- 
fectionstothe Fifth-Avenue Pavement bill 

fwere made only by certain persons inter-. 
. in a different kind of pavement 
that provided for, and did . not 
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em to make a favorable impression

on the Governor’s mind. Mr. Harvey 
was not cheered by any prospect of get- 
ting the elevated railroad fund for his ex-. 
periments, It seems to be admitted that 
he was badly used some years ago, but the 
responsibility of the city therefor was not 
made apparent. The Governor did not 
seem disposed to interfere with the city 
authorities in regard to the completion of 
Cedar Park or the construction of bridges 
on the Harlem River, and looked askance 
at the proposition to increase salaries and 
create new Inspectors of Weights and 
Measures. The extraordinary extension of 
the rights of the Metropolitan Transit Com- 
pany seems to have little chance of Exec- 
utive approval. There was a single ob- 
jector to the Underground Wire bill, but 
his arguments were not very forcible, the 
principal one being that the bill was cal-. 
culated to defeat the purpose of the law 
of last year. Some of. the legislators are 
disposed to-criticise the Governor for go- 
ing so freely behind the wisdom of the 
Legislature, but he has an indisputable 
right to inform himself in any way he 
sees fit as to the merits of the bills left in 
his hands. He cannot be too well in- 
formed in regard to their purpose and ef- 
fect. 








The official advisory board for the new 
Capitol work went through the formality 
yesterday of organizing and approving 
the plans of Commissioner. PERRY for the 
continuance of the work in his charge. 
The number of men to be employed is 
limited to 650, and the work of’ the season 
is to be devoted mainly to carrying to 
completion certain portions of the interior 
ofthe building, though the grand tower 
and the western staircase are to have a 
share of attention. Probably the Com-.- 
missioner would have directed his efforts 
quite as wisely without the supervision 
of this quartet of dignitaries, but they 
may inspire him with an awful sense of 
responsibility. 








District Attorney Root madea startling 
innovation yesterday in opposing the mo- 
tion of James D. Fisu’s counsel for an ad- 
journment until * the latter part of June” 
in order to argue his motion for a new 
trial. ‘‘Such delays,” Mr. Root ob- 
served, ‘‘had been a reproach to the ad- 
ministration of justice. FisH had hada 
long and careful trial, and having been 
found guilty he should be speedily pun- 
ished.” This is the sort of talk which 
has been common in the conversation 
of laymen and in the columns of 
newspapers; but it is a refreshing 
novelty to hear it from the lips of 
a lawyer and addressed to Judges. 
The common professional feeling would 
be:that the case ought to be ‘* continued” 
until all the money that FisH had con- 
trived to seclude from the creditors of the 
Marine Bank or of Grant & WarD had 
found its way into the pockets of his 
counsel, Aithough all the lawyers, and 
even the Judges, who heard Mr. Root’s 
remarks must have shuddered at his blas- 
phemous utterances, the courtso far broke 
with the professional tradition as to set 
down the argument for next Saturday. 
It is noteworthy, however, that it is a 
court-of the United States.and not of the 
State-of New-York. 








The Journal des Débats blames the 
Government for permitting the Commu- 
nists.to-flaunt their red flagsin the face of 
Paris, and-calls for a. law forbidding the 
display of seditious emblems. This is 
perfectly natural. The estimable Journal 
represents the opinions of a class of the 
French people who believe that the 
Government should closely scrutinize 
every act and movement of its citi- 
zens, individually and collectively; that 
its paternal and directing hand should 
be on every man’s:shoulder, and that any 
movement outside the conventional rut 
must be.suppressed unless it has been pre- 
viously ** authorized.” This belief is very 
firmly fixed. It springs from the consti- 
tutional habit of France and of French- 
men. It is chiefly this belief and this 
habit which make France a republic 
wholly-unlike our own. 








A USEFUL CURRENCY. 


That silver under certain conditions can 
be made convenient and valuable as a 
medium of exchange is not to be doubted. 
It has many of the qualities possessed by 
gold—hardness, durability, ease of coinage, 
beauty of appearance, and, to a degree, 
traditional respect and attachment in the 
popular mind. It lacks the convenience 
of handling and permanence of uniform 
accepted value. The difficulties from 
these two sources can be avoided. When 
that is done silver canand should be made 
an important part of the metallic currency 
of the Nation. 

The trouble with the policy of the 
United States in dealing with silver is 
that it has defied the fatal defect of varia- 
bility in the market value of the metal. 
Acting under the; absurd yet not unnat- 
ural delusion encouraged by our paper % 
currency during the war, the Govern- 
ment of the United States has under- 
taken to give by law a fixed value to that 
of which the value is not and can not be 
made stable. We have assumed that the 
decree of Congress that 16 parts of silver 
shall be a legal tender in the payment of 
debts for the same amount as one part. of” 
gold would in fact make the silver 
equivalent to gold. Up to the present 
time the proportion of silver coined, the 
use of it for the payment of dues to the 
Government, its convenience when repre- 
sented by certificates in ordinary transac- 
tions have prevented it from being gen- 
erally rejected. But it has been regarded 
with suspicion, and the great body of the 
business community have seen so clearly 
that it was only a question of time when 
it would become an evil and a nuisance 
that a radical change of policy has become 
inevitable. 

It has long since been pointed out in 
these columns, notably in commenting on 
the sagacious plan of Mr. I. W. SyLvzs-- 
TER, of the United States Assay Office, 
that the-change which would be the most 
easy and the most desirable would be one 
that should permit silver to be passed from 
hand to hand at its real value. Mr. Sena- 
tor SHERMAN has for some time had a dim 
foreshadowing of a perception of the ne- 





_cessity for an arrangement on this princi- | 
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ple. He has several times expressed the 


opinion that the true method of dealing 
with silver was to increase tiie amount of 
the metal in the coin until it was intrin- 
sically worth as much as the corresponding 
gold coin. He has now apparently some- 
what widened the scope of his views, and 
has approached near to the principle 
above mentioned. In some remarks 
made ata reception in San Francisco on 
Monday he used the following words: 
**We want a certain adjustment between 
silver and gold, that both these metals 
may be coined iree, that they may be de- 
posited in the United States Treasury in 
exchange for money certificates, and both 
be so adjusted that they may travel all over 
the world equal to each other in every 
land. Toaccomplish this silver must be 
purchased, coined, and paid out at market 
rates or received on deposit at market 
rates, and paper money issued for it. This 
will give a bi-metallic money good not 
only in San Francisco, but in New-York, 
London, and all other parts of the world.” 
Obviously it would be impossible to coin 
silver “at market rates,” because while 
the market rates would change from day 
to day the amount of the silver in each 
coin would remain unchanged. How- 
ever frequent the redemption and re- 
coining might be, it could not be fre- 
quent enough to exempt the coins 
from changes in value. In regard to 
the receipt of the silver on deposit 
and the issue of certificates for it, that 
would be entirely feasible. If this is what 
Mr. SHERMAN means by the issue of ‘‘ pa- 
per money” for the silver deposited he has 
got hold of the right idea. If, however, 


by ‘‘paper money” he means certificates’ 


for the value of the silver at market rates 
at the time of deposit, and these certifi- 
cates made a legal tender and not redeem- 
able by the Government except in the 
weight of silver deposited, then he has 
only changed the form of the difficulty 
without avoiding it. A legal tender cer- 
tificate for silver worth $100 to-day and 
redeemable in the same weight of silver 
when it might be worth only $95 would 
have the form but not the virtue of money. 

The certificate plan could be made safe 
and useful only in one of two ways. The 
certificates should have no legal tender 
quality and might be redeemable in the 
weight of silver deposited. In that case 
they would circulate at the market price, 
whatever it might be, and would corre- 
spond wholly to bills of lading, with ad- 
ditional security as to honest issue. Or 
the Government should engage to re- 
deem them in silver worth at the time of 
redemption as much as the silver de- 
posited was worth at the time of deposit. 
In this case they might be made a legal 
tender, though there would be no real ad- 
vantage in it. They would circulate with- 
out fear of depreciation and would bea 
useful form of currency. Of the two 
methods, for reasons we have heretofore 
explained, the former appears to us the 
more desirable. Either of them, however, 
has the supreme merit of getting rid of 
the mischievous-notion that the law:can 
give to any metal a-value which in the 
markets of the world it does not possess. 








ANEWERAIN PARK MANAGEMENT 

There are indications that the changes 
which have been made in the Board of 
Park Commissioners in the last few, 
months will result in.great improvement 
in park management. It was certainly 
needed. For a long and wearisome period 
the Commissioners seemed to be engaged 
chiefly in dissensions among themselves, 
They were apparently less;concerned about 
the condition of the parks than about the 
distribution of employment among men 
who were favored by one or an- 
other of the members of the board. 
It did not seem to matter so much 
what the men employed were doing 
or whether they were fit for their work 
as that they should be kept on the pay 
roll, While these-dissensions were going 
on the principal park of the city was 
visibly deteriorating. The care of its land- 
scape features was committed to a car- 
penter, who had no more knowledge of 
landscape gardening than of astronomy, 
and whose lack of taste was only equaled 
by his ignorance and contempt for the 
plans on which the Park was constructed. 
These plans contemplated along period of 
cultivation for the perfection of their de- 
tails, and long before they had attained 
their intended effects the Park passed 
into the hands of politicians who cared 
nothing about them. The late Superin- 
tendent was accustomed to make changes 
which had no intelligent purpose. Trees 
and shrubbery were.cut away in sections 
intended to be wild, with the object of 
opening vistas which were inconsistent 
with that purpose. Undergrowth was 
grubbed up and carted away, where it had 
been expressly planted to cover rocks and 
bare spaces to produce a picturesque 
effect. In one case, itis said, trees were 
cut-away-for the sole purpose of accom- 
modating a resident near the Park who 
desired to have an unobstructed view 
from his house to the interior of the 
grounds. 

One of the most important changes 
that have been made since the accession 
of new members to the board is the dis- 
missal of this political carpenter and the 
employment of a new Superintendent, 
who is a skilled landscape gardener. Mr. 
PaRSONS is aman who knows his busi- 
ness, and, so far as we are aware, he has 
no desire to employ men to do political 
work or for the purpose of accommodat- 
ing politicians at the expense of the parks. 
The spirit displayed by the Commissioners 
gives hope that he will not be required 
to employ men who are not useful 
to him in his special work. One 
great advantage which Mr. Parsons en- 
joys is that he understands and appreciates 
the plan on which Central Park was con- 
structed, and will endeavor to restore the 
features which have been marred and de- 
velop those which are stillincomplete. We 
may look confidently for improvement in 
the condition of the Park from this time 
on, and we may feel assured that it will 
cost no more to have the work done prop- 
erly and intelligently than to have it done 
in the unsystematic and slovenly way that 
has so long prevailed. 

Another evidence of the liberal and 
sensible views of the present Commission- 
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ers is to be fcund in the favor which they 
show toward the movement for opening 
the museun. on Sunday, and if the 
Trustees of those institutions display an 
equally enlightened appreciation of their 
purpose this long-delayed reform will 
soon be accomplished. It is needless to 
repeat the arguments in its favor. There 
are thousands of people in the city to 
whom these museums might afford the 
highest form of pleasure and instruction, 
but who can hardly enter them from one 
year’s end to another because their 





doors are closed on the only day in the. 


week on which they have time to 
enjoy their benefits. They may wander 
through the Park until they weary of it, 
or spend their time in saloons and beer 
gardens, but they cannot look at the treas- 
ures of the Art Museum or the instructive 
collections of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory because New-York is far behind 
other civilized cities in its regard for the 
higher wants of its population. If we 
have a Park Board which is no longer to 
be part of a political machine, or of two 
political machines, but is to devote its at- 
tention to making the parks what they 
ought to be and promoting their fullest 
enjoyment by the people, we shall soon 
see substantial evidences of reform.in their 
management. Their progress has been 
delayed fully ten years by the muddling 
and mismanagement that have so long 
characterized the administration of the 
department. 








MONTGOMERY’S BLUNDER, 

Mr. ZACHARIAH MONTGOMERY, who has 
just been made Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral for the Interior Department, has 
gained his unfavorable épinions about. the 
common school system, not through the 
perversity, but by the natural shallowness 
and imbecility, of his mind, 

The process by which Mr. MONTGOMERY 
reaches his witless conclusions is extremely 
simple. He takes a slate, a pencil, and the 
census tables. He discovers that there are 
more common schools and fewer illiterates 
in the New-England States in proportion 
to the population than in the Southern 
States. He ciphers on, and presently finds 
that according to the census returns 
of 1860 “the New-England States 


had, with their two and a half millions. 


of people, 2,459 criminals in prisons, 
while the Southern States had, with 
three millions of whites, comparatively 
unlettered, only 477 in prison, or, in other 
words, the New-England system had one 
native-born white criminal to every 1,000 
persons, while the Southern States had 
but one to every 6,500, or six times as 
many, in proportion to the population, in 
New-England as in the South.” 

Ascertaining that the census of 1880 
confirms this startling proof of the crimi- 
nality of the highly educated New-Eng- 
landers, Mr. MoNTGOMERY posits the 
affirmation that the common school sys- 
tem ‘‘is making too large a class of 
criminals and law-breakers among the 
rising generation,” and that it ought to be 
broken up. 

The tolerably well known fact that up 
in New-England they have a habit of 
catching their criminals and putting them 
in prisons where they can be seen and 
counted by the census enumerators, while 
in the free and _ easy-going South 
they hang or shoot off-hand a good 
many of the worst offenders and 
let a very much larger number of 
the common sort of malefactors: escape 
punishment altogether, would doubtless 
have suggested itself to a more open and 
active mind than that of the new Assist- 
ant Attorney-General for the Interior De- 
partment as a condition materially modi- 
fying this calculation—in fact, upsetting 
it utterly. 


A little common schooling would be an. 


excellent thing for Mr. MONTGOMERY, 











FLEISCHER’S LUCK, 

Day before yesterday GUSTAV FLEISCHER 
was one of the most wretched men living. 
He was out of work, out of money, out of 
friends, and his.future was as dark as his 
present. He could do nothing for the 
support of his wife and children, and he 
could not bear to see them suffer. It is 
no-wonder that he should have thought 
the best thing he could do was to take a 
life so useless and hopeless as his had 
come to be. 

To-day there are few happier men than 
FLEISCHER. He has found work, money, 
and friends, and he is indebted for all 
these, not to begging, but to the spontane- 
ous action of the human sympathy that 
was excited by the revelation of a story 
which he himself was not responsible for 
telling. Itis simply because, without in- 
tending it, he had let his fellows know 
that his life was no longer worth living 
that he has found it worth living. 

If there had been anything of bravado 


in his attempt at suicide, or any evidence | 


of an intention to advertise to the public 
his misery, his distress might have been 
relieved all the same, but it would not 
have excited the deep and general sym- 
pathy of which his changed condition is 
the evidence. Nevertheless the publicity 
which was accidentally given to his at- 
tempt by the circumstances under which 
it was made and by its failure was neces- 
sary to produce this result. If he had at- 
tempted to blow out his brains or to hang 
himself in his own house the “‘ advertise- 
ment” would have been by no means so 
complete and the relief would have been 
less prompt and less abundant. 

We may expect to see seedy tramps in 
large numbers climbing upon the rails of 
the bridge and attracting the attention of 
the bridge police by furious gesticulation, 
as a preliminary to promulgating lucrative 
tales of woe. But this need give us no 
especial concern. There is nothing much 
more easily distinguishable from the 
real thing than a sham attempt at 
suicide, and policemen are apt to 
be cynical critics of the imitation. 
A tramp who mounts the parapet 
will probably be permitted to remain there 
long enough to test the sincerity of his in- 
tentions, and will thereupon be marched 
off and locked up as a delusive vagrant. 
Moreover, it is not merely the genuineness 
of FLEISCHER’s attempt at suicide that has 
won for him sympathy and practical help. 
It is also the evidence that he was 
really an industrious and unfortunate 
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man who had tried his best to support his 
family before he made up his mind to 
abandon them. and the world. Nothing, 
indeed, is more admirable in the affecting 
story which is told in our news columns 
to-day than the prudence which guided 
and held in check the generous impulse to 
relieve distress, from the good-hearted 
German who leftghis own work to offer 


ited FLEISCHER’s home to make sure that 
their sympathy was not misplaced. 

It is this willingness to take trouble, 
rather than the much commoner willing- 
ness to part with money without asking 
any questions, that is needed in order to 
relieve distress without running the risk 
of producing more distress than we re- 
lieve. Promiscuous almsgiving is _per- 
haps more mischievous, though it be 
also more creditable, than an obdurate 
refusal to give. Of late years the organ- 
ization of charity by generous men 
and women who are willing to take 
trouble in order to make sure that their 
generosity will do good and not evil has 
thade great advances among us. But it 
is evident that very much remains to 
be done in this direction, or it would not 
be necessary for a man who was willing 
to work for his living to attempt suicide 
in order to bring his necessity to the 
notice of those who, as the result of 
FLEISCHER’s attempt at suicide has shown, 
are willing and eager to relieve his dis-. 
tress when it is brought to their notice, 








AGAIN ON THE WARPATH. 


The flight of GzRoNIMO and his band of 
fifty Chiricahua Apaches from the San 
Carlos Reservation and their murderous 
raid upon the settlers seems to have been 
caused by the restlessness and inherent 
depravity of these Indians rather than by 
unfair treatment. A few weeks ago the 
raiders were apparently satisfied with 
their condition. But the advent of Spring 
has since that time recalled to their minds 
the joys of the wild life they once led in 
the Mexican mountains and has sent them 
out on the warpath. Two years have passed 
since GERONIMO and his followers were 
out on their last scalping tour. They 
made no trouble last Spring, for in April 
they were straggling into the reservation 
in response to the invitation extended to 
them by Gen. Crook after he had defeat- 
ed the combined forces of the marauders 
in the Sierra Madre Mountains, and in 
May and June they were getting ac- 
quainted with their new surroundings, 
This Spring found them weary of a peace-. 
ful life, and in a day they were trans- 
formed from farmers into bloodthirsty 
and pitiless assassins. 

It is a curious fact that in one year these 
scoundrels had made remarkable progress 
in the arts of peace. As soon as all of the 
wandering warriors had returned to the 
reservation after the campaign of 1883, 
Gen. Crook and his subordinates strove 
to make them industrious and self-sup- 
porting. The fierce Chiricahuas were al- 
lowed to select a camp in the northern 
part of the reservation, far from the more 
peaceful Indians, where they were under 
the charge of Lieut. Britron Davis, of 
the Third Cavalry. They were induced to 
cultivate the soil. In his last report .Gen. 
CROOK said: ‘‘ Theresults have been such 
as to warrant the most hopeful anticipa- 
tions. The two chiefs, GERONIMO and 
CHaTto, who last year were our 
worst enemies, have this year made 
the greatest progress and _ possess 
the best tilled farms. The other 
Apache bands continue to do excel- 
lently well, and with the exception of a 
few who did not receive seed in time, or 
whose farming lands were injured by 
freshets, have produced large crops of 
vegetables and cereals, the surplus of 
which will be purchased for cash for the 
use of the military posts upon the reserva- 
tion. Iregard this as one of the most 
important features of any policy which 
has for its object the advancement of the 
savage beyond a state of vagabondage. 
He must be made to work, and he will do 
that with a full heart only when he sees 
that he can always find a ready cash 
market for the fruits of his labor.” The 
progress already made by these Indians 
in agriculture led him to declare that, with 
but little honest encouragement, they 
would drop from the list of worthless 


the responsibility of caring for them. 

He urged the Government to complete 
the work of pacification by sending to all 
the Indians on the reservation without 
delay a full equipment of plows, tools, 
wagons, and seeds, by building one or two 
mills for grinding wheat by water power, 
and by establishing additional trading 
stores in order that competition might cut 
down the extortionate prices of the 
traders then on the reservation. The 
Indians were forced to plant and harvest 
their barley with case knives and to pay 
$14 a barrel for flour. The General also 
asked that our Government should induce 
the Mexican authorities to surrender the 
Apache women and children held in cap- 
tivity by them. 8o long as they re- 
mained in Mexico the young Chiricahuas, 
he said, would be, tempted to resume 
war and make reprisals. If the Govern- 
ment has done none of these things it has 
failed to do its plain duty, but its failure 
would not of itself account for this 
last outbreak. These recommendations 
deserve attention, for Gen. Crook is an 
expert in all phases of the Indian ques- 
tion, and has been remarkably successful 
in his treatment of the Chiricahuas, who 
are the most warlike of the southwestern 
tribes. 

Although GERONIMO undoubtedly in- 
tended to make his way to his old haunts 
in the mountains of Sonora, at last ac- 
counts he had not crossed the border, but 
was still in Southwestern New-Mexico. 
The troops are pressing him from the 
north and west, and if it be true that the 
enraged settlers and cowboys are guarding 
the passes on the border the entire band 
may be defeated and even annihilated 
within ten days. Dispatches say that the 
troops have thus far routed the Indians in 
one engagement and been repulsed in an- 
other. If the marauders should elude 
their pursuers and reach the fastnesses of 
the Sierra Madre the conflict would be 
greatly prolonged, settlers on the frontier

NOT ALL HIS FAULT. 

To-morrow the Dolphin is to make 
her fourth trial trip in the quiet’ waters of 
the Sound, and in case her machinery 
can be worked for a few hours and 
sh:can attain a fair rate of speed she 
will afterward make a trial trip at sea, 
provided, of course, a sufficient number 
of reckless men can be found to go-to sea. 
in her. 

Mr. Roacw’s reputation as a ship- 
builder has naturally suffered from the 
failure of the Dolphin. Mr. Roacnu has 
had little if any experience in building 
good ships, but it is not fair to hold him 
responsible for the faults of other men, 
in addition to his own many shortcom- 
ings. Itis alleged that the Dolphin is so 
weak that she is wholly unfit to go tosea, 
and it is probable that this is true. 
Mr. RoacH, however, is not responsible 
for the plan of the vessel. She was 
ordered to be built in accordance with 
certain specifications furnished by the 
Advisory Board. If, as is asserted to be 
the case, her frames are placed so far apart 
as to fatally weaken her, the fault lies, not 
with Mr. Roacu, but with the Advisory 
Board, Mention was made the other day 
of Mr. Roacn’s City of Peking, which 
on her first voyage around the Horn was 
so strdined that an immense sum had to 
be spent upon her in San Francisco. The 
weakness of the Peking was due to the 
fact that she was built with wooden in- 
stead of iron decks, but the sewing ma- 
chine company which at that time mas- 
queraded under the name of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company had specified 
that. the steamer should be built with 
wooden decks, and her weakness was the 
fault of the company rather than of Mr. 
ROACH. 

At the same time it is rather odd‘that 
Mr. Roacu should always be selected to 
build poor ships. Naturally he likes this, 
since in the case of men-of-war he can 
make more money by repairing a poor 
ship than he could by building a good one. 
That a Secretary like RoBESON should 
order Mr. Roacu to build a ship fit only 
to be perpetually repaired is:perfectly~in- 
telligible, but why should a Naval Ad- 
visory Board apparently imitate Ropsg- 
SON’S example? 

Our naval officers have little opportunity 
to learn practical seamanship, but they-cer- 
tainly have excellent.opportunities tostudy 
naval construction. If it is true that the 
Advisory Board has caused the Dolphin 
and the other new cruisers to be built in 
such a way that not one of them could ob- 
tain a register at Lloyd’s, what are we to 
think of the board? Do the naval officers 
or the board know how iron ships should 
be built, or have they knowingly consent- 
ed to carry out the Robesonian tradition 
that a man-of-war is designed solely to 
furnish an opportunity for Mr. Roaca# to 
repair her? The latter theory cannot be 
adopted without conclusive evidence of 
its truth, but its rejection compels us to 
believe that our naval officers do not un- 
derstand modern shipbuilding. It is pret- 
ty clear that under the present Adminis- 
tration Mr. Roacn will find his occupa- 
tion as the builder and repairer of poor 
ships gone. 














The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser 
hopes that THe Times will not fail to de- 
nounce office holders appointed by the 
Democratic President who shall become 
‘‘offensive partisans.”

THE ADMINISTRATION AND THB © 
GERMANS. 





From the New-York Staats-Zeitung, May 25. 

The words of censure uttered by a numa 
ber of leading German papers regarding appoint 
menis in the diplomatic and consular service 
have been eagorly seized not only by Republic« 
an but also by Democratic papers, and they 
bave endeavored to construe this into a general 
antagonistic teeling of the Germans against the 
Cleveland Administration. On the partof the 
Republicans this is simply an outgrowth of that 
intense party feeling which welcomes everything 
that can possibly be used for the purpose of 
proclaiming the Democratic Administration a 
failure. Cn the part of the Democrats it ig 
mainly the desire to make the Administration 
more inclined in favor of Democratic office hunt« 
ers which jeads to misconstruing German cen- 
sure. Aiter all, however, it is quite possible that 
our English writing colleagues have not th 
right comprehension of the German mode o 
thinking; and hence they are not to be judged 
too harshly whenever they misconstrue our 
(riticism, which is in such strong contrast to the 
tone of the party press. 

The German papers which supported Mr, 
Cleveland during the campaizn have had-so fas 
no cause whatsoever to go vack on his Adminis- 
tration, notwithstanding that a portion of the 
English press, the Chicago Jribune for instance, 
is endeavoring to create such an impression. 
The papers in question are very close observers 
ot the attitude of the Administration. They 
are fully aware of the great difficulti 
it has to contend with, and they cheerfull 
appreciate every effort which is being made to 
carry out the reform programme to which Mr, 
Cleveland owes his election. They were not at 
ail inclined to raisea hue and cry over every 
blunder made in appointments, but have, on the 
contrary, based their opinions on the general 
work of the Administration, and are thus, on the 
whole, satisfied with the attitude of the Adminis- 
tration. “The Germans want a good govern~ 
ment,” as Mr. Cleveland, who no doubt well 
knows our views, said to a Chicago politician tha 
other day, and they desire that this shall guide 
the policy of the Administration. 

The Staats-Zeitung and other German papers, 
which have no other desire but that we shall 
s8¢curea good government, will by no means relin- 
‘quish the right to criticise the Administration 
whenever it does not act in accordance with this 
policy, and whenever the contrary is apparent, 
inamanner affecting the character of the Ad« 
ministration. The regular partisan in the presg 
may not appreciate our motives, and may try 
to create the impression that our criticism ig 
dictated by antagonistic feeling. It may be that 
we cannot change this for the present; the 
future will, however, teach that there is only 
one thing by which the Administration may lose 
the good-will of those Germans who assisted in 
bringing abcut Mr. Cleveland’s @lection, and 
this would be unfaithfulness as regards promises 
of reform. Papers of thestamp of the Chicago 
Tribune are making efforts to put the matter in 


such a light as to make it appear tha 
the Germans were bearing ill-will towar 
the Administration, owing to insufficient 


recognition. Thismay apply toa comparatively 
small number of applicants for office, and we 
will not deny that in cases where rivals wha 
were notany better and possibly worse were given 
the preference the complaints were fully justi- 
fied. The bulk of the German population, how- 
ever, feel interested in the applications for office 
on the part of one or the other of their country-« 
men only in case when they are of opinion that 
these applicants are especially fitted to assist in 
carrying out the programme of reform; but 
they are quite indifferent whenever one of their 
number appears in the guise of an ordinary 
office hunter; and this is a particular trait dis- 
tinguishing them from other nationalities. The 
Germans are not at all influenced in their opin- 
jon regarding the Administration by the fact 
that the latter has not “recognized” them in 
proportion tu the snare they had in electing Mr. 
Cleveland. The Administration need never fear 
the opinion of the Germans as long as the offices 
are given to the best and most eflicient men 
offering their services. But this will not be the 
case when one-horse politiciaus are appointed in 
preference to good men. 

This has certainly been done in one depart- 
ment, to the detriment, it must be confessed, of 
the reform programme. The Department of 
State has surely not assisted in carrying ont 
this programme in the same manner as other 
departments have done. New appointments 
having now been made for all diplomatic posts 
and the most important consulates, only a 
blind partisan can indulge jin the opinion that 
henceforth we shall have a diplomatic and com- 
mercial representation that undsrstands how to 
protect the interests of our country in the best 
manner possible. We have to reiterate our 
former remarks on this subject, namely, that in 
the selection of our Ministers and Consuls prin- 
ciples of reform have not been perceivable; on 
the contrary, the distribution of these offices has 
been carried on entirely in accordanve with the 
old method, with this difference only, that the 
South has received this time more of the spoils 
than the North. This distribution wag not 
based on a reform programme nor on the inten- 
tion to securea good government to the country. 
Hence it is that the Germans are dissatisfied 
with this part of the Administration, and their 
independent press has voiced this dissatisfaction. 
In the discussion of this question Mr. Cleveland 
is treated leniently by these German papers, be- 
cause they are taking into consideration that he 
is comparatively little acquainted with this 
branch of the Government. Butif the Presi- 
dent, as he declared himself, is satisfied that all 
the Germans require is good government the 
criticism of those papers should cause him to 
withdraw his blind confidence in the head of the 
Department of State—which the German press 
has done—and to insist on the programme of re< 
form being adhered to in that department, 

A favorable opinion of the Administration of 
other departments, in which German applicants 
for office have been recognized less—by no 
means more—than in the Department of State, 
is being uninterruptedly entertained by the Ger- 
man press; and this should be a proof to the 
President of the fact that the opinion of the 
Germans regarding his Administration is not in- 
fluenced by any desire for office or by the ais- 
appointment resulting from this desire not being 
gratified. We have to protest against a portion 
of the English press to construe the dissatistac- 
tion of the Germans with one department into 
a general dissatisfaction of that class of the 
pores with the Administration. If the 
atter only continues to keep up the good spirit. 
hag in the Navy Department in the 

reasury Department, in the Department of the 
Interior, and in other departments, the Germans 
will gladly acknowledge this Administration to 
be a reform Government and be among ita 
stanchest supporters. .

THEDRAL OF THE INCARNATION. 

The Cathedral of the Incarnation, at 
Garden City, Long Island, which was built by 
Mrs, A. T. Stewart as a memorial to her hus- 
band, will be solemnly consecrated on Tuesday 
morning next in the presence of the clergy and 
laity of the Diocese of Long Island, the clergy 
and laity of the Episcopal churches in other 
dioceses, and such of the general public ag 
see fit to attend. The services in connection 


with the consecration will continue daily to 
and including Sunday, June 7. On the first day 
the official members of the diocese, clerical and 
lay;a delegation from each of the charitable 
organizations of the diocese, and representu- 
tives of the Vestries of each parish will particl- 
pate in the services. Bishop Littlejohn, of the 
Diocese of Long Island, will officiate, assisted by 
the clergy of the diocese and others. The cere- 
monies will include the formal presentation of 
the cathedral to the Bishop, acting as the head 
of the diocese, and the placing on the cathedral 
altar of the deeds of conveyance of the church 
property, with documents assuring to the dio- 
cese a perpetual endowment of the cathedral. 
After each day's services, which will begin at 
ll A. M., the attending clergy, with all invited 
ruests, are to meet in the reception rooms Of the 
athedral School of St. Paul, where a repast will 
be furnished, and sociai intercourse can be en- 
joyed. Ample arrangements are now bein 
made to secure the comfort and convenience 0 
ail who attend the ceremonies of the week, Ex- 
tensive refreshment buildings are being erected, 
with accommodations for thousands of persons, 
so that all may remain under shelter while 
awaiting the return of the special trains which 
will be provided for the occasion. “These trains 
will leave Hunter's Point daily at 10 A. M. and 
Fiatbush-avenue, Brooklyn, at 9:50 A. M., re~ 
turning from Garden City at 2P.

@ILLS AFFECTING NEW- YORK 
CITY CRITICISED. 

"THE FIFTH-AVENUE REPAVING AND FIRE- 
MEN’S PENSION BILLS FAVORABLY CON- 
SIDERED—SOME JOBS CONDEMNED, 

ALBANY, May 26.—The Governor’s cham- 
ther resembled one of the ante-rooms of the 

Legislature to-day. Members of the two houses 

wandered in and out and communed with vis- 

tors whose faces were familiar at the regular 
session and at committee hearings throug hout 
last Winter and Spring. Gof. Hill presided at 

this session of the legislative annex, and gave a 

full hearing to all who desired to speak for or 

against the New-York bills placed in his hands 
by the recognized lawmakers. Speaker Erwin 
and Gen. Husted hobnobbed together in a cor- 
ner, while Senators Murphy, Plunkitt, and Camp- 
bell and Fire Commissioner Purroy and the 
counsel for the Building Department, Mr. Find- 
lay, conversed in alow whisper on one of the 
richly upholstered sofas. Dock Commissioner 

Koch came in and gravely contemplated 

tre full length oil portrait of the man 

who would not he about the cherry tree 
and his little hatchet. Assistant Corporation 

Counsel Frank M. Scott unloaded a bundle of 

bills onadesk and examined the ammunition 

which he was deputed to fire at the New-York 

Senators and Assemblymen. Assemblymen 

Roche and Reilly, fresh from ths barber’s chair, 

with polls and mustaches artistically dressed, 


impatiently awaited an opportunity to press 
the importance of two little bills relating 
to engineers’ licenses and the dumping sta- 
tion at the foot of Market-street. ssem- 
blymen Shea and Kunzenman siouched in, 
the latter in a brand-new suit of clothes, 
with buttons of a size suggestive of the lying 

dials of a gas meter. There were Burton N. 
Harrison and the inventor, Charles T. Harvey, 
the one ready to stamp on the Metropolitan 
Transit Company’s bill, the other anxious to 
urge the enactment of a law giving him access 
to the elevated railroad fund nowin the city’s 
possession. The hoary-headea Ecclesine was 
there, too, but he was quickly disposed of, the 
Governor agreeing to sign forthwith some un- 
{mportant measure in which the ex-Senator has 
a tentative interest. 

The practice of granting public hearings on 
measures which have been more or less thrashed 
in the legislative committees is not a new one. 
It is the elaborate attention given to it this year 
by the new Governor and his apparent readiness 
to be guided by what he hears with his own ears 
that attracts interest, and at the same time ex- 
torts from some of the lawmakers the opinion 
that their prerogatives are being infringed upon. 
Gov. Cleveland sat bolt uprirht and listened like 
1 Judge to whatever was said upon the bills. 
Gov. Hill assumes the attitude of the opposing 
rounsel, and occasionally injects a jocular re- 
mark which isan index to his sympathies and 
prejudices. 

Gov. Hill rapped the miscellaneous throng to 
prder,and called up the Gibbs bill which ap- 
propriates certain percentages of the excise 
moneys for the police and firemen’s pension 
funds. The protest entered by Mr. Scott was of 
the most formal nature. He contented himself 
with offering a resolution of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, adopted at a time, he 
admitted, when the bill was in a more objection- 
able shape than that in which it finally reached 
tbe Governor. Commissioner Purroy recited a 
few facts which gave the bill a better stand- 
ing than it has hitherto occupied. 
The firemen’s pension fund, he saia, is 
now oniy about $435,000. The drains 
upon it have reduced it to that point where the 
interest is no longer sufficient to pay allowances 
to disabled members and to the widows and or- 
phans dependent uponit. Ten per cent. of the 
excise moneys is needed to rehabilitate it. Gov. 
Cleveland signed an act giving a certain per- 
centage to the police fund, and at the same 
meeting of Mayor Edson’s Cabinet that agreed 
to the wisdom of asking legislative aid for the 
police it was also agreed that a similar aid 
ought to be extended to the firemen. No 
action had been taken because there 
was no immediate need of the money. 
Uniess this bill was signed a reduction of 
40 per cent. must be made in the pensions. 
“These excise moneys are now applied to 
charitable societies,” said the Commissioner, 
warming up to his subject, *‘and certainly no 
more charitable service can be rendered with 
them than to*bestow a portion of them upon the 
fund for the men who risk their lives. We don’t 
retire men as they are allowed to in the Police 
Department. There they are entitled toa pen- 
sion after 20 vears’ service. in our department, 
as long as they are physically qualified for duty 
they must perform it. Some of these charitable 
societies, it would be found upon examination, 
are supporting a salaried list of officials with 
their shares of the excise moneys.” 

Senator Murphy explained that that portion 
of the bill relating to the police originally au- 
thorized a drait upon the excise moneys of 
£166,000 annually, but this was modified so that 
an increase of only $25,000 is allowed, making 
altogether $125,000 for the police fund. 

The Governor drew a re 
bill, and it was placed aside. 
Bign it. 

The Fifth-Avenue Paving bill had for oppo- 
nents two representatives of a new kind of 
street paving. They insisted that the residents 
sbould have the privilege of choosing some other 
pavement than the block granite pavement re- 
quired by the bili. They had a bunch of postal 
cards signed by residents who favored a noise- 
Jess concrete pavement such as these rentlemen 
have laid in London, Paris, and St.. Louis. The 
Governor’s brows contracted, and fie intimated 
tbat he could hardly be expected to interfere in 
behalf of such interests, He asked if they had 
appeared before the legislative committees, and 
they admitted that they hadnot. Mr. Scott told 
him that this was the best biliof its kind that 
had ever passed the Legislature. The Mayor, 
Controller, and Commissioner of Public Works 
were authorized by it to let the contract to who- 
ever in their judgment would best fulfill its 
terms. It was considered wiser to secure a 
durable pavement, such as this plan «vould 
afford, than a mere cheap pavement, such as a 
contract to the lowest bidder might afford. This 
bill the Governor is also likely to sign. 

The objections to the Harvey bill are the same 
as those that were urged at length in the brief 
prepared yesterday by Mayor Grace. No doubt 
Mr. Harvey has a grievance against somebody, 
Mr. Scott said, butit was not against the city of 
New-York, and he might not be permitted 
to build his proposed illustrative section 
of a cable elevated railroad with the 
moneys paid into the City Treasury by 
the existing elevated roads. It might be 
true that Mr, Harvey was the original inventor 
of the elevated system, and that he had been 
“*frozen out” of the company which finally ab- 
sorbed his plans and principles. But Dr. Gilbert 
or Jay Gould or Cyrus W. Field could with 
equal propriety lay claim to the fund now as- 
pessed by law upon the elevated roads. This was 
just as much a public fund as that derived from 
the lease of docks and ferry slips, and the 
city should be protected in its inheritance 
of it. Mr. Harvey maintained that this 
fund was set apart by the Legislature 12 or 
more years ago for beautifying and adorning 
the streets devoted to the elevated roads. The 
Btate advertised for proposals for the best sys- 
tem of elevated cable roads. One of its legisia- 
tive committees reported in favor of his pians, 
and recommended their adoption. He there- 
upon erected a section at an expense 
pf $206,000, and the Governor inspect- 
pd it. An examination of the records 


and the evidence in the courts showed 
beyond a question that his experiments were in- 
terrupted and were never finished as authorized 
by the State. The State, he insisted. was in 
honor bound to give him an opportunity to go 
on and complete his experiments, as authorized 
by this act. Gov. Hill doubted the propriety 
of the Legislature applying the fund except for 
competitive experiments, adding that he was 
disposed to believe that this was a city fund. Mr. 
Harvey presented a memorial urging him to sign 
the bill. It bears the names of Engineers Roeb- 
ling, Clark, and Haswell. 

The bill of Senator Piunkitt to discontinue all 
further proceedingsin acquirine lands for Cedar 
Park, near Macomb’s Dam Bridge, brougbt 
forward Mr. Piunkitt anda solitary constituent, 
who complains that he 1s not likely to receive 
the full value of his rig “This bill stands 
this man in about e0, , and if these proceed- 
ings of the Park Commissioners are held in 
abeyance for five years he can get what he is 
entitled to,” said the Senator. Mr. Scott pointed 
out the fact that the Park Commissioners have 
full authority in these matters and ought not to 

restricted by the Legislature. ** Iam one of 
those,” said the Governor, ** who believes in the 
city of New-York governing itself, as far as pos- 
sible, at home, If this park was created by tie 
Legislature there would be some excuse for leg- 
islative interference.” 

The Harlem bridge bill was discussed with a 
little more show of interest’on the Governor's 
part. Mr. Scott said that there were bridges far 
more necessary than this one at One Hundred 
and Eigity-first-street, notably one at Seventh- 
avenue. If the Legislature was to step in and 
order the building of bridges and the comple- 
tion of local improvements, the whole finan- 
cial system of the city would dis- 
arranged. The bill would practically 
take the authority for dealing with 
such matters out of the hands of the Park Com- 
missioners. Mr. Plunkitt said that Mr. Green 
and all the real estate uwners in the vicinity of 
One Hundred and Eighbty-first-street wanted the 
plans, over which the Park Commissiéners had 
been quarreling a number of years, agreed 
upor, and the bridge built, for they 
had already paid their assessments into the 
sinking fund. “Inasmuch as the bill only 
authorizes the Mayor, Controller, and President 
of the Board of Aléermen to do certain things, 
what would be the harm if the bill was signea, 
even if they should not act in the matter?” 
queried the Governor. ‘* We haven’t the money 
to build all the bridges we want to,”. replied Mr. 
Scott. ** Our money ought to be applied to more 
needed bridges.” 

Tne bitl of Mr. Plunkitt to increase the sala- 
ries of police surgeons and doormen was pro- 
tested against by Mr. Scott. Why do you in- 
crease the salaries at this time?” asked the Gov- 
ernor. “It was an oversight of the Legislature 
that they were not regulated along with the 
others last year. There are only foursurgeons and 

ixteen doormen. One of thesurgeons is a son of 

Voorhees, of Indiana, and another is a son of 
a US ean said Senator Plunktt, with a cheer- 
smile.

aries of the Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment $300 and of the First and Second Assistant 
Chiefs $300 each. It also abolishes the office of 
Assistant Engineer, placing all the engineers on 
the same level as to rank and pay. ‘ What 
abolish an office?’ exclaimed the Governor, 
with surprise. “Oh, no; it only dispenses 
with a title,” was the Senator's reply. ‘Oh, 
I thought it would be remarkable if it 
dispensed with an office,” rejoined the Governor. 
Mr. Scott had the same objection to this as to 
the previous bili. There was no valid ground for 
the increase, and, moreover, mandatory legisla- 
tion in municipal matters such as this was ob- 
jectionable. 

A series of claim bills next engrossed the Gov- 
ernor’s attention. St. Mary’s Church had a 
claim for damages for the extension of One 
Hundred and Fiftieth-street through its prop- 
erty. Authority to have it audited and paid 
was asked. “It will deprive the city of the 
benefit of the statute of limitations,” interposed 
Mr. Scott. *“That’s Father Stumpt’s pill. He'll 
kill you,” exclaimed_Mr. Plunkitt. ‘1 propose 
to give to the New-York authorities the same 
right to hear such claims as is now possessed by 
the Common Council and the local authorities 
of other cities in the interior,” said the Gov- 
ernor, and no more was said on this bill. 

Tim Campbell’s bill to allow the claim of John 
C. Ham to be audited, a claim already deteated 
by the Court of Appeals, was disposed of with 
dispatch. “1 can’t sign that, and there’s no use 
in talking about it,” saidtheGovernor. Senator 
Campbell did not press the matter, but applied 
himself to urging the Kunzenman bill creating 
the two offices of Inspectors of Weigits and 
Measures at a salary of $4,000each. Mr. Scott 
reminded the Governor that two such officers 
had only recently been appointed by the Mayor 
at salaries of $1,500 each. 

Mr. Reilly stepped forward in behalf of his bill 
requiring the owners of stationary boilers to pay 
the annual license of $2 heretofore imposed 
upon the engineers. ‘* There’s no objection to it 
by the Police Department, which imposes and 
collects this license fee,’ said Mr. Reilly. ‘No, 
nobody objects to it, Governor,” said the ever- 
ready Campbell. 

Burton N. Harrison contributed a sensational 
feature to the proceedings. Displaying a bill 
of Mr. Plunkitt’s amending the charter of the 
Metropolitan Transit Company, he very fluently 
declared: ‘“*This is the most remarkable in- 
stance of the progress of a steal through 
the Legislature which I ever knew. As 
originally introduced, it purported to 
change this company’s route through the 
rounds of the Convent of the Sacred 
feart. In the Assembly were added its ex- 
traordinary features to which I _ refer. 
These propose to take new streets and 
change the location of several bridges across the 
Harlem. They plan to build an elevated rail- 
road witna double track above and along the 
following routes: From the Bowling Green 
through private property to Church-street, up 
Church, along Canal into Seventh-avenue, and 
thus through private property to High Bridge. 
No consent of property owners or the au- 
thorities is required by the bill. Origi- 
nally the charter provided for both an 
elevated and an underground road. and now the 
engineer has iniected his peculiar fancy for a 
suspended road for horse cars under thé elevat- 
ed road. This makes four roads on one route 
—the underground, the surface, the suspended. 
andthe elevated. The peculiar feature of the 
scheme is in the branches authorized by this act. 
One is to go from a point south of Forty-second- 
street, east and north to tne Grand Central 
Station; one from a point north of 

Fortieth-street, and one from a_ point 
south of One Hundred and Seventy-fifth-street. 
These plans were to be approved by the State 
Engineer, the engineer of the Croton Aqueduct, 
and aman appointed by the company itself. 
They couldn’t get the engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct, who was a man of character, to go 
into the job. In 1881 we had a State En- 

ineer who suited them—Silas Seymour, 

nown to fame and not a Democrat, 
Iam happy to state. Through him they got 
around the necessity of satisfying the engineer 
of the Croton Aqueduct. They drew their plans, 
which Silas Seymour approved. In them the 
branch south of One Hundred and Seventy- 
fifth-street starts at Bowling Green; the branch 
south of Fortieth-street starts at Chambers- 
street. It is the most extraordinary piece of im- 
pudence ever practiced on the people of New- 
York. It takes Broadway to the exclusion of the 
property ownersand of the authorities. Assoon as 
they filed their maps they took them away and 
hid them—except some spoliated maps, drawn 
80 as to show where the branches begin, but not 
where they go. Otherwise they would have 
been discovered and no Legislature would have 
dared pass their bill. This amended bill legal- 
izes tho.e maps and routes. I[f it is signed we 
will have an elevated railroad up Broadway 
from Chambers to Forty-second street, an un- 
derground road, and this swinging road all up 
the same thoroughfare. No one knew anything 
about itin the Legislature. My friend from the 
rural districts, Senator Plunkitt, did not know 
it. He wasimposed upon. As to the bridges in 
the bill—just as the Harlem River is to be im- 
proved and the Central and the New-Haven au- 
thorities are prepared to abandon their bridge 
and cross the river by tunnel, because they can- 
not run trains with the constant opening of the 
drawbridges required—just as ttis happens this 
bill provides for two new bridges on the street 
level that will ruin that waterway.” 

“Oh,” said Mr. Plunkitt, “this is an old trick 
of Mr. Harrison's, talking about the bridges. I 
know nothing about allthat. This bill was in- 
troduced to prevent the road encroaching onthe 
grounds of the Convent of the Sacred Heart. 
That’s all I know about it.” 

The Governor said that he was very sorry that 
a bill so worthy in the original should have been 
spoiled in this way. *“‘Where did you get that 
amendment, Senator?" inquired the Governor. 

“Oh. I know nothing about that. It was put 
in in the Assembly.” 

* Probably to perfect it,” said the Governor. 

This bill will no doubt find its way into the 
waste basket. 

he duy’s hearings were concluded with re- 

ceiving a protest from Sidney F. Shelbourne 
against the Underground Telegraph bill, and an 
appeal by Senator Piunkitt to sign the bill lo- 
cating all the slaughter houses for swine on the 
North River between Thirty-ninth and Fifty- 
eighth streets. Mr. Shelbourne’s objections to the 
Underground Telegraph bill were that its title is 
defective, its language is unconstitutional, and 
its intention is to prevent the law of last year 
from being carried into effect. 

Mr. Scott Landed to the Governor this list of 
bills to which Mayor Grace offers no objection: 
The Long Island Bridge bill, the bills allowing 
repairs to Eighteenth-street, repaving Avenue B, 
appointing 2 additional sanitary inspectors; 
establishing the lines of Mott-avenue and Trin- 
ity-avenue, or Delmonico-place, in the Twenty- 
third Ward; establishing the boundaries of 
Twelfth-avenue and Riverside Park, correcting 
the map to show the omission of CoHlege-avenue, 
changing the location of certain streets west of 
Riverside-avenue, and altering the maps ot the 
improvements of the Harlem River at Spuyten 
Duyvil Creek. 

The advisory commission, which is to supervise 
Commigsioner Perry's work of spending the ap- 

ropriation of $750,000 upon the new Capitol, met 
n the Executive Chamber this afternoon and 
organized. Gov. Hill was appointed Chairman 
and Speaker Erwin the scribe. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Denis O’Brien and President of the 
Senate Denis McCarthy answered to their 
names, and the Speaker announced that the 
full board was present. Commissioner Perry 
submitted his plans for the year’s work, and 
these were promptly indorsed, and he was told 
to begin work as soon as he could. He expects 
to resume operations on Monday. The number 
of workmen will be limited to 650. St. Law- 
rence, Chemung, Jefferson, and Onondaga Coun- 
ties will not be overlooked in the distribution of 
patronage. 

The pians require the interior of the building 
to be completed as fast as possible, and the 
grand western staircase to be progressed as rap- 
idly as circumstances will admit. The rooms to 
be assigned to the Court of Claims, tu the Board 
of Regents, to the State Library, and to the 
Controller and the Treasurer are to be finished 
in the order here mentioned.

N. B. HARWOOD’S INSURANOE. 
At the office of the United States Life 


Insurance Company, No. 261 Broadway, is a 
cabinet-size photograph of Norman B. Har- 
wood,: whose death occurred in Fiorida last 
week, and who had policies on his life to the 
amount of $200,000. It shows d tall, powerfully 
built man, carelessly dressed, and with a strong, 
almost angular face, with deep-set eyes—the 
whole an exceptionally well-developed specimen 
of a Yankee. As to the cause of his death 
the life insurance companies in this city 
who are interested know no more, 
their officers say, than was published yes- 
terday morning, except the United States. The 
Secretary of that company said yesterday that 
on last Friday or Saturday they received a dis- 
patch from their agent in Atlanta that Mr. Har- 
wood had been killed by a fall from his horse. 
The dead man bad a policy in this company of 
$25,000—the limit taken on one life. The limit of 
jnsurance in the Equitable is $100,000, which Mr. 
Harwood held. The company has sent an agent 
South to investigate. President Stokes, of the 
Manhattan, where Mr. Harwood was insured for 
$20,000, knew nothing of the matter further than 
he had read in the newspapers. No proofs of 
death have been received by any of the com- 
panies, nor have blanks been asked for.

HE ELUDES HIS KEEPERS AND ATTACKS A 
LITTLE GIRL. 

While his keeper was absent early Satur- 
day afternoon James McCauley, an incurable 
patient in the Flatbush Insane Asylum, slipped 
along the corridors into the yard and succeeded, 
with crazy cunning, in making his escape. Where 
he hid himself until 6 o'clock is not known, but 
at that time Officer Hackett saw him entering 
Canarsie-lane and disappear in the thick woods 
there.

Crouching down be- 
hind her like an animal about to spring, she saw 
the iunatic, his face working in the most horri- 
vile contortions, and his whole appearance pre- 
senting the most frightful aspect. In one hand 
he held the carving knife and in the othera 
long, two-pronged toasting fork. ‘* Kneel down 
uutil I carve your heart out,” commanded the 
lunatic. 

The )ittle girl dropped her books and fled 
screaming away. Her frantic cries brought 
some farmers to the scene, and they began a 
systematic hunt for the lunatic, who had again 
taken to the woods. Larry Hassler, one of the 
searchers, finally came up with the hunted one 
and attempted to secure him. The lunatio 
turned on his pursuer with crazy rage, menacing 
him with his weapons, when he suddenly 
changed his mind and with savage force plunged 
the long prongs of the fork again and again into 
his own breast.

GEORGIA’S NEW STATE BONDS.

AN ATTEMPT TO GET NEW-YORK SAVINGS 
BANKS TO TAKE THEM. 

The efforts now being made to find a 
market in the Northern States for the recently 
issued $3,500,000 of 5 per cent. Georgia State bonds 
are being stoutly resisted by persons who hold 
portions of the $8,000,000 of State bonds re- 
pudiated by Georgia in 1878. William <A. Post, 
representing the Attorney-General of this State, 
will give a hearing to-day in the office of Russell, 
Dennison & Latting, in the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Building, to the opponents of the new 
bonds. A few days ago Patrick Calhoun, a 
Georgia lawyer, argued before Attorney-General 
O’Brien, in Albany, in favor of a more liberal 
construction than now prevails of the General 
Savings Bank act of this State, so that savings 
banks may be permitted toinvest their fundsin 
the new Georgia bonds. 

he General Savings Bank act provides that 
savings banks may invest in the stocks or bonds 
of any State that has not, within 10 years previ- 
ous to making such investment by such corpo- 
ration, defaulted in the payment of any part of 
either principal or interest of its debt. Seperin- 
tendent Hepburn, in January, 1882, held that the 
State of Georgia defaulted in the payment of 


over $8,000,000 of its obligations, and that “a 
State once in defaultis alwaysin default unti 
relieved by payment of the defaulted debt.”

COMPOSITION OF THE PROCESSION 
AND ITS ROUTE. 

THE PRESIDENT AND FOUR OF HIS CABINET 
TO REVIEW IT—WORK OF GRAND 
ARMY POSTS, 

Col, Lamont, the President’s private sec- 
retary, yesterday telegraphed Gen. Martin T. Mc- 
Mahon that Mr. Cleveland will be at the Windsor 
Hotel Saturday morning at 9:30 o'clock, togeth- 
er with Secretaries Endicott, Whitney, and La- 
mar, and Postmaster-General Vilas. The Presi- 
dent, with the members of the Cabinet named, 
comes to this city to review the Decoration Day 
parade. It is understood that there will be no 
reception after the parade, the President pre- 
ferring to have the day to himself. 

The arrangements tor the parade and review 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, which the 
President and members of his Cabinet, with Gen. 
Sheridan, Major-Gen. Hancock, Gov. Hill, and 
Mayor Grace will review, are about completed. 
Bennett W. Ellison, the Grand Marshal of the 
parade, bas issued a general order giving the 
formation of the parading column, the line 
of march, and a good many facts of in- 


terest concerning the celebration. The Cit- 
izens’ Auxilary Committee in charge of 
the preparations includes a large number 
of prominent gentlemen, among whom 
are Capt. Ferdinand P. Earle. Chairman; Mayor 
Grace, Judge Davis, Theodore Roosevelt, ex- 
Gov. Jotin T. Hoffman, Roswell P. Flower, Will- 
jam M. Evarts, the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, Jordan 
L. Mott, and Henry Clews. The escort to the 
President will consist of the Old Guard, Major 
George W. McLean commanding, and a guard of 
honor commanded by Gen. Anson G. MeCook, 
and consisting of two representatives from each 
of 35 Grand Army posts. 

The different organizations will form between 
Fourth and Sixth avenues in the several streets 
between Forty-eighth and Fifty-first streets, in- 
clusive. The organizations will report to their 
respective division commanders at 8:30 A. M. 
and be ready to move at 8:45. The column of 
Grand Army men wi!l not move, however, until 
9:15, or as soon thereafter as uncovered by the 
escort. The line of march will be down Fifth- 
avenueto the Worth Monument, where the re- 
Viewing stand will be placed, to Fourteenth- 
street, to Union-square, around the square to 
Broadway, to Eighti-street. None except 
vehicles authorized by the Committee of Ar- 
rangements will be permitted to enter any part 
of the Grand Army column, and advertising 
devices will be rizorousiy excluded. Division 
Marshals, staff, and commanding officers will sa- 
lute the reviewing officer. The honors of a 
marching salute will be rendered the President. 
While passing the Farragut, Worth, Seward, 
Lincoln, Washington, and Lafayette Monuments 
the comrades will uncover and colors will be 
dropped with roliof drums. The officers of the 
Memorial Committee, Department Commander 
and staif, and guests will assemble at the Wind- 
sor Hotel at 8:45 o’clock and take carriages in 
Forty-sixth-street. Uhe divisions will form in 
close columns of eight with right resting on 
Fifth-avenue. 

Tbe National Guard in one division, com- 
manded by Gen. Alexander Shaler, will act as 
escort to the Grand Army. The First Brigade 
will be under the command of Brig.-Gen,. Will- 
iam G.’ Ward, and will consist of the Twenty- 
second Regiment, Col. Josiah Porter; the 
Twelfth Regiment, Col. James H. Jones; the 
Ninth Regiment, Col. William Seward, Jr., and 
the Eleventh Regiment, Lieut.-Col <A. P. 
Stewart commanding. Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitz- 
gerald will command the Second Bri- 
gade, which will be composed of the 
Seventh Regiment, Col. Emmons Clark: 
the Sixty-ninth Regiment, Col. James Cava- 
nagh; the Eighth Regiment, Col. George D. 
Scott; the Twenty-first Regiment, Col. Edwin 
A. McAlpin; the First Battery, Capt. Louis Wen- 
del, and the Second Battery, Capt. Ferdinand P. 
Earle. Following the escort will come the 
Grand Marshal and Assistant Grand Marshal 
James B. Horner, the Grand Army Headquart- 
ers tiag, carried by Sergt.

COL. GEORGE DE PEYSTER ARDEN. 

Col, George De Peyster Arden died at his 
residence in Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday after- 
noon after somewhat protracted suffering from 
an abscess caused by a wound received in battle 
during the war of the rebellion. He was about 
46 years old and was born at Garrison's, N. Y. 
His father was Col. Thomas B.. Arden, a 
graduate of West Point, and one of the 
most active members of Gov. E. D. Mor- 
gan’s staff during the war. Young Arden 
enlisted soon after the outbreak of hostilities. 
HHe was then about 22 years of age. Soon after- 
ward he was transferred to a New-York heavy 
artillery regiment, composed of volunteers, 
which was organized and™sent to the front 
through the instrumentality of his father. 
The young soldier displayed such bravery and 
excellent judgment in the fietd that he rose 
rapidly through the various grades of promo- 
tion until he became the Lieutenant-Colonel 
of his regiment. At one time he commanded 
an entire brigade in action. 

Col. Arden was one of the last of the volun- 
teers to be mustered out of service after the 
close of the war. He went home with the scars 
of several severe wounds, and from the effects of 
some of his wounds he never recovered. He set- 
tled down in Elizabeth and engaged in the coffee 
business, in which he continued until his last 
sickness. He was a widower, but he leaves two 
children. His tather survives him. The dead 
soldier was a nephew of Nicholas De Peyster, of 
this city. 


BARON DE TROBRIANT. 

Sem Yago Anatole Marie, Baron de Tro- 
briant, Lieutenant de Vaisseau in the French 
Navy, died yesterday in Amélie-les- Bains, France. 
He was about 50 yearsof age and was born in 
Brest. He belonged to a noble Breton family, 
and his grandfather served under the Count de 
Grasse at the battle of Yorktown. He was also 
a relative of Gen. Regis de Trobriant, of the 
United States Army. Baron de Trobriant was 
educated for the navy,and after getting his 
commission he served in one of the men-of-war 
that were sent to the Crimea. During the 
war of the rebellion he was attached to 
the French fleet at Chesarenake. As a de- 
scendant of one of the French officers who 
had fought at the battle of Yorktown he was 
invited to attend the celebration of the York- 
town Centennial, but was unable to join the 
French delegation. Of late Baron de Trobriant 
was stationed at Brest and wasin charge ot the 
torpedo service there. He was very well known 
to many officers of the United States Navy. His 
health failed several months ago and he was ad- 
vised by his physicians to go to the Eastern 
Pyrenees. ‘The climatic orig and the sulphur 
baths, however, aggravated his heart trouble, 
which caused his death. He married a dausrhter 
of the Hon. Samuel Gordon, formerly member 
of Congress from Delaware County, N. Y. His 
widow and a daughter survive him,

Mr. Emery Washburn, Jr., the oldest 
son of ex-Gov-Washburn, of Massachusetts, and 
for over 20 vears a resident of Chicago, died 
last Sunday and was buried yesterday. He was 
45 years old and unmarried. He wasa lawyer by 
profession, but practiced little, and was best 
—= onaccount of his genial and social quali- 
ties. 

Charles Oldenburgh, owner of one of 
the largest furniture factories in Milwaukee, 
Wis., died suddenly yesterday. He was only 35 
years of age, and leaves an enormous fortune. 
He was aconspicuous example of a self-made 
man. Thirteen years ego he arrived in Milwau- 
kee penniless. He began work asa furniture- 
maker and rapidly rose to the top round of his 
business. 





THE PLYMOUTH EPIDEMIC. 
DRS. TAYLOR AND EDSON 
SUBMITTED. 

Dr. James B. Taylor, Chief of the Fourth 
Sanitary Division, and Dr. Cyrus Edson, Chief of 
the Second Sanitary Division, having returned 
from Piymouth, Penn., where they had investi- 
gated the fever epidemic to determine, under a 
resolution of the Board of Health, how far the 
spread of the disease was due to water pollution, 
yesterday sent in their report to the Board of 
Health. It was referred to the Sanitary Com- 
mittee. It is a long document and was accom- 
panied by maps and photographs and tables of 
analyses made by Inspector E. W. Martin and 
Prof. Elwyn Waller, of water taken from the 
Susquebanna, the water supply of Plymouth, 
and from wells, 

When the investigation was made, the report 
says, there wassuflicientand satisfactory reasons 
for abandoning the theory that river or well 
water was responsible for the epidemic, It ap- 
peared impossible that the ‘mountain water” 
could have caused it, but it was discovered that 
children who drank of it at school and workmen 
who used it as a beverage while at labor were at- 
tacked with the disease. Then came the discov- 
ery of the pollution of the gully between the 
upper and third reservoirs by discharges from a 
sick man thrown on the snow of a bank above it 
thawing into the water going into the supply 
pipes by the gully. On March 26, when the 

umping of river water ceased, the inhabitants 

egan to drink the ** mountain water,” which was 
rain and melted snow and ice contaminated by 
the typhoid fever patient. The fever declined 
when the supply of pure water became good. 
This was about Aprill. The incubatory period 
was from 13 to 19 days, fully accounting for the 
outbreak on Aprilll. The wells are now con- 
taminated. The milk supply was not a factor in 
the epidemic. The evidence that the epidemic 
was caused by the single case and the causes 
cited is practivally irresistible. The history of 
the epidemic, Drs. Edson and Taylor say, teaches 
the necessity of promptly and effectually de- 
stroying disease zerms by disinfection. The 
anulyses of water made by Inspector Martin and 
Prot. Waller are summarized as foilows: River 
water above the city drain and opposite the 
town very unsatisfactory, and well water in 
Nottingham-street and on Welch Hil! danger- 
ous. The * mountain water” and artesian well 
water are satisfactory. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 26.—Two 
deaths occurred ‘at the hospital in Plymouth 
this afternoon. No general effort has yet been 
made py the Borough Council to improve the 
sanitary condition of the town, and the people 
are loud in their complaints against them. The 
weather has been oppressively hot the last few 
days, and the condition of the patients has not 
improved, and a number of convalescents have 
had relapses. The disbursements by the Relief 
Committee during the past week aggregated 
$2,200; total to date, $7,300.

GIFTS AND WORK. 
@ISCHARGED AND PROMISED WORK : AND 

HIS FAMILY GIVEN MONEY AND MORE 

PROVISIONS THAN COULD BE USED. 
’ From poverty and distress the family of 
Gustav Fleischer, the German carpenter who 
tried on Monday to jump off the Brooklyn 
bridge, were raised yesterday to comparative 
affivence. A Trmes reporter who called at their 
rooms yesterday afternoon found the top of a 
bureau piled two feet high with packages of pro- 
visions and clothing, while a stand in one corner 
of the room, a table in another, and several 
chairs were loaded down with things that had 
been sent in to make the family comfortable. 
In a dish in one chair wasa luscious steak, for 
which, 48 hours before, Fleischer would have 
engaged, no doubt, to give two days’ labor, for 
it was large enough to last his numerous family 
that long, but which had now become one of 
many of Mrs. Fleischer's rich embarrassments. 

The tenant of the floor below Mrs. Fieischer’s, 
‘who served as interpreter for callers, said they 
had begun to arrive at 7 o’clock in the morning 
and had poured in continuously all day. A 
lady was leaving the rooms ag the reporter 
entered. He staid only a few minutes, and on 
going out met a gentleman on the staircase who 
was on an errand of charity, and as this gentle- 
man came out another lady arrived. That was 
the way it had been going on all day, the second- 
fioor tenant said, every one leaving money .or 
provisions. Indeed, by noon there was such an 
abundance of provisions that gifts in this line 
pad to be declined because there was no place to 

eep them until they could be used. 

Fleischer, after a night in a cell at tne Second 

inct Police Station, was taken before Justice 
alsh, holding police court in the basement of 
the Brooklyn City Hail, yesterday morning. The 
police report charged him with attempting sui- 
tide. There wasa whispered hearing, in which 
mn elderiy gentleman with a-bald head and 
castrohent face beamed througha pair of big 
tacies on the Justice, the Justice beaming 
ek, while Fleischer, flustered and thoroughly 
repentant, looked on heiplessly. Presently the 
Justice said he would accept M. Steinbauer as 
¥Fleischer’s bondsman for good behavior in the 
sum of $200. Mr. Steinbauer, who was the Jus- 
tice’s vis-a-vis at the beaming conference, put 
hig name promptly to a bond, and Fleischer was 
released. A group had gathered near the desk 
during this proceeding.

HIS COMPANIONS.

HURLED HEADLONG INTO THE 
EAST RIVER. 


Capt. Samuel Burroughs, of the bark 
Philadelphia, now lying ata dock near Hudson- 
avenue, Brooklyn, was awakened at about 1 
o'clock yesterday morning by his wife, who said 
she had heard cries for help. Listening intently 
the Captain distinctly heard some one shout: 
* Help, help, for God's sake, help! Lam drown- 
ing.” Hurrying on a few clothes he rushed up 
on deck. He could make out nothing which 
looked like a human being, but a cry brought 
an answer from the water a little below the ship. 
The Captain cried to the drowning man to “ hold 
up a minute,” and put off to the rescue in his 
small boat. Ina very few moments the Captain 


had lifted the dripping form ofa burly negro 
into his boat. Burroughs rowed quickly back 
to his ship, as the negro was almost unconscious, 
and notifying Patro!man McAuley, of the 
Second Precinct, who was on the dock, an am- 
bulance was sent forand the rescued man was 
taken to the Brooklyn Hospital, in Raymond- 
street. 

After he had been revived by the attending 
physicians the negro, who said that his name 
was Thomas Brown, told a strange story. He 
said that on Monday he had been carousing in 
New-York, and about 11 o’clock that night he 
started for the bark Africa, lying at the Atlantic 
Docks, on board of which he was employed as a 
seaman. He went over Fulton Ferry, and on 
reaching the Brooklyn side he felt thirsty and 
looked for a saloon. He passed several, he said, 
but finally went into the fifth one from the 
ferry. He did not know on what street it was, 
but said he would know it if he saw it again. In 
the ssioon he met three white men, with whom 
he struck up an acquaintance. They had sev- 
eral rounds of drinks, which Brown paid 
for, taking the money out of a roll of 
bills amounting to about $35, and then he 

roposed that they should all go back to New- 

ork to spend the rest of the night together in 
having a good time. His three friends as- 
sented and they started tor the river, he hav- 
ing first purchased a flask of whisky to drink 
on the way. On leaving the saloon one of the 
men said he had a fine rowboat lying a little 
down the river, and suggested that they shouid 
go across in that. Brown made no objection, 
and they went to some piace—where, Brown 
does not know—and got into a rowboat which 
was moored at one of the docks. Brown and one 
man satin the stern seat, and the other men 
manned the oars. 

When the middle of the river was reached the 
oarsmen suddenly rose up, and, advancing upon 
the frightened negro, demanded his money. 
Brown for a moment hesitated, and the men 
beat him with their oars. Then he gave them 
all the — be had—$35—and he had no sooner 

arted with it than he was lifted up bodily and 

urled headlong in the water, The boat moved 
rapidly away and Brown was left to drown or 
escape as best he might. The liquor he had con- 
sumed and the strong tide running combined to 
render him helpless in the water, and although 
he was a good swimmer ordinarily, he was 
about to go under for the last time 
when Capt. Burroughs pulled him into his boat. 
On being questioned Brown contradicted him- 
elf in many ways. He said in the morning that 
nis name was Charles M. Kenna, and that he be- 
longed on the bark Ida. He went on to say that 
about 10 days ago he was assaulted one night in 
the Bowery by some men, who robbed him of 
$24. He was so seriously injured that he was 
taken to the New-York Hospital and was dis- 
charged last Monday. Although there are no 
marks on the negro’s body of his havine been 
assaulted as he said, the police are inclined to 
believe that in the main his story is a true one. 

Yesterday morning the police of the Second 
Precinct were notified of the case and Detective 
Campbell started out to investigate. Early in 
the day the detective accumulated sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant bim in making some arrests, 
and he accordingly took into custody Michael 
Hogan, of No. 71 Hudson-avenue; Miles Clark, of 
14 United States-street; Michael Doyle, of 236 
Gold-street, and George Leonard, of 17 Hudson- 
avenue. They-are all young men and totally 
deny having anything to do with the negro. The 
latter was released from the hospital at 11 o’clock 
yesterday,and at the Second Precinct Station 
House he picked out from a crowd ot men Leon- 
ard and Doyle, who he swore were two of the 
men who got him into the boat and who as- 
saulted and robbed him. A charge of vagrancy 
having been made against the negro, he was 
locked up in order to make him appear at a 
hearing. It was ascertained by the police that 
he had belonged to the bark Ida, which left this 
port early yesterday morning.

MRS. O'KEEFE’S DIVORCE SUIT. 


AN ALLEGED REASON FOR MR, PORTER’S 
WITHDRAWAL FROM THE CASE, 

Since the withdrawal of D. M. Porter 

from the management of Mrs. O’Keefe’s inter- 
ests in her divorce suit against Ross R. Winans, 
ex-Judge George M. Curtis has taken up the 
case and will conduct it before Referee Nash at 
the hearing to-day. Mr. Curtis said yesterday 
that he understood the reason of Mr. Porter's 
withdrawal to be due to the production of an 
unsigned paper which was introduced into the 
evidence, and which is said to be in the plaintiff's 
handwriting. In this she expressed the opinion 
that she was not the legal wife of Winans and 
agreed to receive a certain sum of money and 
release Winans from all claims on her part. “In 
explanation of this,’’ said Mr. Curtis, * it is to 
be said that in 1871, when the plaintiff, accom- 
panied by her mother, went to Baltimore to de- 
mand a recognition of her rights as the wife of 
Winans, she unfortunately feil into the hands ot 
her husband’s attorney. He advised her that 
she was not legaliy married to Winans, and 
advised her to accept this settlement, giving her 
as an alternative starvation and destruction. 
This we shail prove at the next hearing if Mr. 
Choate finishes his cross-examination.” 

In regard to the plaintiff’s subsequent mar- 
riage with O’Keefe Mr. Curtis made this expla- 
nation: ‘*She believed up to 1879 that she was 
not the legal wife of Winans, basing her belief 
on the statement made by her husband’s attor- 
ney in 1871. In 1879 she was told by a lawyer of 
this city, in whose fmaily she was living, and to 
whom she had told her story, that she was still 
the wife of Winans. Notwithstanding this she 
was not inclined to take any steps in the matter, 
and did not do so until Mr. Winans married for 
the third time. Her legal position is this: If 
she was legaily Winans’s wite any admission, 
concession, or declaration that she was not such 
cannot alter her legal status.” 





ONE BROTHER STABS ANOTHER. 

James aud John Ryan are brothers who 
live at No. 1,260 Second-avenue. While taking 
dinner there yesterday a dispute arose about 
some trivial matter, but eventually the quarrel 
quieted down, and James left the house. Soon 
afterward John went out, and the brothers met 
in Sixty-third-street. There they renewed the 

uarrel, and word was sent to the Twenty-eighth 
Precinct that one of the brothers had been 
stabbed. James was found by Officer Siea lying 
on the sidewalk bleeding from two wounds in the 
arm and a third, which is likely to prove fatal, in 
theabdomen. He was removed to the Presby- 
terian Hospital, where the physicans say that at 
present they are unable to give a certificate as 
to his condition. Policeman Shea found John 
Ryan concealed under a feed box in a stable 
near his residence. He showed fight, but was 
clubbed into submission, and was taken tothe 
Yorkville Police Court with one or two cuts on 
his head. He said he was whittling at the time 
the fight occurred and defended himself, but 
if he had stabbed his brother he did so by 
accident. The police give John rather a bad 
name. James works in Steinway’s piano factory 
at Firty-second-street and Fourth-avenue. John 
was held to await the resuitof his brother's in- 
juries. 





COMMISSIONER PURROY’S SUGGESTION. 

There was to have been 2 meeting of the 
Mayor, the Commissioner of Street Cleaning, 
and the Board of Health in the Mayor’s office 
yesterday, but as a majority of the members of 
the Health Board were absent the meeting was 


postponec until to-day. The Mayor read to 
those present a letter which he received Monday 
from Fire Commissioner Purroy in regard to 
preparations for a possible visitation of 
cholera. Mr. Purroy asks: ‘“Would it 
not be well, in addition to the street sweep- 
ing, which is now being so effectively done, 
to have some of the worstof our streets thor- 
oughiy washed during the night time by means 
of such of the steam engines and hose as could 
be temporarily spared without injury to the 
service of the Fire Department? Dr. Petersand 
most of the authorities on cholera say that 
nothing is more efticacious in preventing the 
spread of this scourge than flushing the streets, 
especially with salt water. By using the mova- 
ble water tank now in possession of the Fire 
Department salt water could be readily thrown 
upon the streets adjacent to either river front, 
andin this way most of the markets could be 
thoroughly cleansed. Of course, fresh water 
from the hydrants could be used wherever salt 
water was not available.” 
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LAYING RAILS IN BROADWAY. 


BOTH TRACKS ADVANCING RAPIDLY-—-NO AN- 
TAGONISM WITH THE ARCADE, 

Over 400 laborers and mechanics were 
engaged yesterday in the construction of the 
new surface railroad on Broadway from Four- 
teenth-street to the Battery, and the progress 
made was rapid and satisfactory to Contractor 
Wharton and the off:>ers of the new road. The 
paving was relaid on the down-town or west-side 
track as far as Fourth-street, the rails were laid 
to Bleecker-street, and the ground was broken 
to a point almost reaching Houston-street. 
Meanwhile work on the up-town or east-side 
track was advancing rapidly. Ground was 
broken for this track late on Monday afternoon, 
but little was done until yesterday. During the 
day the pavements were torn up and piled in 
order upon the sidewalks from Fourteenth to 
Tenth street, and stringers were laid to the cor- 
ner of the latter street. The rails.were placed in 
position from Fourteenth to Eleventh street, but 
no attempt was made to repave any part of the 
up-town track. This work will be begun to-day. 

The progress aown town on the west track 
will be comparatively slow until the east 
track has been constructed to within three or 
four blocks of the down-town section of the 
road, when the work will advance about equally 
on both the divisions. No blocks occurred on 
Broadway in the vicinity of the laborers during 
the day. The sand which covers the concrete 
under the pavements and that which is thrown 
over the newly laid blocks is carefully wetted 
before being touched, so that no dust arises 
from the operations of the workmen to incon- 
venience passengers in the street. 

Melville C. Smith, President of the Arcade 
Railroad Company, when asked yesterday if any 
antagonism existed between his enterprise and 
the new surface road, answered: 

**Not in the least. There is not only no rivalry 
between us, but there is and can be no occasion 
for any. The bill now before the Governor 
amending our charter is much more favorable 
to the surface railroad interest than the original 
charter. By the provisions of our present 
charter, under which there is now a contract to 
build the road in case the amended charter is 
not signed, there are no restrictions as to the 
particular form or the materials to be used in 
constructing the upper surface of the roadway 
over the arcade, or for the special protection of 
surface railway tracks. But the bill now before 
the Governor has a section drawn with special 
reference to these things. This section requires 
the arcade company while in process of con- 
struction to protect the tracks of the surface 
railway so as to permit their free use at all times 
without unnecessary interruption or delay. It 
also requires the surface of the street to be re- 
stored to its original condition and made safe 
and convenient for the street cars, and that there 
shall always be at least one foot be- 
tween the upper surface of the street and 
the roof of the arcade structure. There 
are many advantages that a Broadway sur- 
face road will reap from the construction 
of the arcade if the amended charter 
now before the Governor is signed. It will, in 
the first place, enable the company to have suf- 
ficient width to construct four tracks of the 
ordinary gauge, so that inthe night, when not 
used for passengers, two tracks can be used to 
run freight cars all the way to the Battery, thus 
relieving Broadway froma large portion of the 
drays, carts, and other obstructive venicles. 
This alone would substantially double the ca- 
pacity of asurface road on that street. Then, 
too, as the arcade would carry the_ long-dis- 
tance travel, the surface road would take the 
short, and, for it, the most profitable. Again 
the arcade railway isto run the entire length 
of the city and into Westchester County. Its 
through trains will only stop at stations a mile 
or a mile anda half apart. At each of these 
stations it will unloada multitude of passen- 
gers, and all of the stations will become distrib- 
uting points for trafic on the surface roads. 
Thus the buiiding of the arcade would, in my 
opinion, well nigh double the value of the 
Broadway surface road, and I have reason to be- 
lieve that the owners of the latter improve- 
ment have sufficient shrewdness and foresight 
to be of the same opinion.” 

* You appear to make out a good case for the 
surface people; how about your own company ?” 

* Our entire road, ho will bear in mind, is up- 
ward of 12 miles in length. There is already a 
surface road in Broadway above Fourteenth- 
street; the proposed addition is only two and 
a half milesinlength. To properly care for and 
protect these surface tracks is a small considera- 
tion for an enterprise costing several millions of 
dollars per mile. As to the travel, there will 
soon be all and more than both roads can do. 
Statistics of horse railroad travel in this city 
show that the greatest capacity of existing sur- 
face roads is less than 4,000.000 passengers a mile 
per annum. The newly added two and a half 
miles of surface roadin Broadway will scarcely 
meet the legitimate increase of passenger travel 
for six months. This increase, if properly pro- 
vided for, is approximately 25,000,000 a year. 
Judging by the past, there will be in the year 
1900 more than a billion of passengers trans- 
orted to and fro in the city of New-York. 
‘here cannotin view of these facts he any reason- 
able rivalry or antagonism between the arcade 
and the Broadway surface or any other feasible 
mode ot transit for the traveling public of this 
city. 





KINDT HELD FOR TRIAL, 


MORE EVIDENCE WANTED AGAINST 
FRANK” M’COY. 

Gustave F. Kindt, alias Isadore Marchal, 
alias *‘ French Gus,” was again arraigned at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Mellvil Horton, of the firm of G. B. 
Horton & Co., leather dealers, at No. 59 Frank. 
fort-street, made acomplaint of burglary against 
him. He was charged with baving broken into 
the warehouse in Frankfort-street and forced 
open the safe, from which he stole $196 88 in 


cash; a quantity of postage stamps, and a lot of 
ferry tickets. The property, with the exception 
ot the money, was foundin the apartments of 
his daughter, Mrs. Rosalie Storms, in a tenement 
house in East Twelfth-street. The daughter, 
who appeared in court with her sick child in 
her arms, made an affidavit that her father left 
the property in her rooms. 

When Kindt was called up to answer the 
charge he said that he was 54 years of age,a 
native of France, anda machinist by trade. He 
pleaded guilty, and when Justice White asked 
him if he h@d anything further to say the aged 
crimina! burst into tears. Hesaid, ** All I want 
is justice done me. I want to get out assoon as 
I can and help to support my poor daughter.” 
He was committed for trial in default of $10,000 
bail. His daugnter was sent to the House of 
Detention as a witness. 

During the afternoon, when Justice Smith was 
on the bench, Kindt was again arraigned to an- 
swer for the safe robbery at the grocery of 
Messrs. Smith & Vanderbeck, Nos. 45 and 47 Park- 
place, on the 29th ult. He was represented by 
ex-Assistant Distmect Attorney Brady as coun- 
sel, and pleaded “ not guilty.” He was required 
to find $1,500 additional bail on this charge. He 
asked the privilege of a conversation with his 
daughter, who isa witness for the prosecution, 
and the magistrate allowed him to talk with her 
in the presence of Detective Sergeant King. 

* Big Frank’? McCoy, the notorious burglar 
and safe robber, was brought into court by De- 
tective Sergeant Williamson. He had been ar- 
rested on the statement made by Kindt to In- 
spector Byrnes that McCoy had asked his aid in 
robbing the safe of the Butchers and Drovers” 
Bank,at the Bowery and Grand-street. Kindt said 
that at four meetings between him and McCoy 
the matter had been fully discussed, and at 
McCoy’s request he had visited the bank and 
“looked over” the premises. He was to 
have met McCoy by appointment = at 
the New-York entrance to the Brooklyn bridge 
on Monday last, but he could not keep his ap- 
pointment on account of his arrest. At the re- 
quest of Detective Williamson McCoy was re- 
manded until to-day to enable the police to 
make out acase against him it possible. The 
prisoner said that be was 42 years of age, but he 
looks older. He is over 6 feet in height, and of 
slim build. The only feature 1n his face that 
has expression are his eyes,and they have a 
sharp, cunning glitter. e is quite bald, and 
wears a carefully trimmed sandy beard about 
six inches long.

ESCAPED FROM SING SING. 


SON AND SWIMS AWAY. 

A convict named Joseph Pankuch es- 
caped from Sing Sing Prison yesterday morning. 
At 3:50 o’clock Keeper Abram Jones took bim, 
together with another prisoner, from his cell 
to go to the kitchen as usual to prepare the 
breakfast for the other convicts, they being the 
prison bakers. Atafew minutes after 4 o’clock 
Pankuch obtained permission to go to a closet, 
and then gave his keeper the slip. Proceeding 
to the west end of the south wall he there di- 
vested himself of all his prison clothes, and 
jumping into the Hudson swam around the wall 
and landed some distance outside the prison 


limits. He wus seen by the Captain of aschooner 
anchored off the prison, but was supposed to be 
one of the hands of a canalboat that was un- 
loading at the dock. When his absence was dis- 
covered an alarm was at once rung, and cuards 
and keepers were sent in every direction to 
scour the country for him. The telegraph and 
telephone were made use of in notifying the 
authorities of neighboring villages to be on the 
lookout for the escaped convict, for whom the 
standing reward of $50 is offered. Unless he had 
a confederate outside to provide him with citi- 
zen’s clothing he departed devoid of any cover- 
ing, as all his prison clothes were found where 
he disrobed and jumped into the Hudson. Keeper 
Jones has been suspended. 

Joseph Pankuch is a Hungarian about 21 
years old, 5 feet 834 inches in height, weighs 135 
pounds, has light complexion, gray eyes, and 
brown hair. He isa baker by trade, and before 
his imprisonment he lived at No. 11 Greenwich- 
avenue, in this city. On January 8 last he beat 
his brother, Frederick Pankuch, and shot him 
in the right breast. He was indicted for assault 
in the first degree,and on March 23 pleaded 
guilty to assault in the second degree. Re- 
corder Smyth sentenced him on the same day to 
two and a half years in the State prison, 





A RAILWAY POSTAL OFFICER KILLED. 

George N. Walling, of the Railway Postal 
Service, was killed yesterday morning on an out- 
going train of the New-York Central Road, at 
One Hundred and Twelfth-street and Fourth- 
avenue. The train was the Chicago express, 
which left the city at 4:35 o'clock. Mr. Walling 
was in charge of the New-York and Syracuse 
postal car. About 10 minutes after the train had 
started, suspecting something to bethe matter 


with one of the trucks on his car, he went out on 
the platform to look at it. While leaning out 
his head struck a projection from the bridge, 
The concussion broke his skull and he tell 
oif the platform. The train was stopped and 
backed to where the man Jay.

He 
was 46 years old.
